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TO  THE  HEALTH  COMMITTEE. 


Gentlemen, 

Owing  to  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Tattersall,  it  falls 
to  my  lot  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  of  the  Borough  and  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Department,  for  the  year  1922. 

Dr.  Tattersall’ s  resignation,  after  25  years  of 
distinguished  and  valuable  service,  was  universally 
regretted.  His  final  exhortation  referred  to  the  urgent 
need  of  some  provision  for  those  women  who  gave  birth 
to  children  under  disadvantageous  conditions.  Efforts 
will  be  made  to  meet  this  need  by  the  provision,  in  the 
near  future,  of  a  suitable  Municipal  Maternity  Home. 

The  new  Sanatorium  at  Marple  was  opened  for  the 
reception  of  Tuberculosis  patients  on  December  18th. 
At  the  same  time  Drinkwater  Park  Hospital  was  closed 
for  the  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  and  reverted  to  its 
former  function — an  isolation  hospital  for  the  reception 
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of  cases  of  smallpox.  The  transference  of  the  Tuberculosis 
patients  from  Drinkwater  Park  Hospital  to  Nab  Top 
Sanatorium  automatically  determined  the  agreement 
with  the  Manchester  Authority,  whereby  it  was  arranged 
that  Salford  Smallpox  cases  could  be  sent  to  the 
Manchester  Isolation  Hospital,  Clayton  Vale. 

During  the  Autumn  permission  was  obtained  from 
the  Ministry  of  Health  to  proceed  with  the  erection,  at 
Ladywell  Sanatorium,  of  additional  accommodation  for 
nurses  and  domestics,  the  Unemployment  Grants 
Committee  agreeing  to  pay  65  per  cent  of  the  interest 
and  sinking  fund  for  half  the  period  of  the  loan  required 
for  this  scheme. 

The  new  accommodation  thus  provided  will  house 
74  nurses  and  domestics,  furnish  adequate  dining 
room  and  recreation  room  accommodation  for  the  staff, 
and  supply  a  properly  equipped  bacteriological  laboratory. 

The  statistical  matter  of  this  report  is  presented  in 
the  same  form  as  previously.  Under  the  heading  of 
Infectious  Disease  are  included  three  charts,  which  show 
graphically  the  marked  falling  off  in  the  fatality  of 
scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  during  the  last  25  years — the 
period  during  which  the  late  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
held  office. 
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During  the  year  there  has  been  a  further  increase  in 
the  number  of  deaths  from  Respiratory  Diseases.  The 
question  of  prevention  of  Respiratory  Diseases  is  an 
urgent  one  and  demands  careful  attention.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  the  gross  atmospheric  pollution  has  an 
important  bearing  on  the  incidence  of  Respiratory  Diseases. 
During  the  year  an  investigation  on  the  amount  and 
character  of  this  pollution  has  been  commenced  at  the 
Borough  Laboratories.

Sanitary  Circumstances  and  Sanitary  Administration 

of  the  District 

Natural  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  District. 

Salford  is  situated  in  the  south-east  of  Lancashire 
and  is  partially  divided  from  Manchester  by  the  River 
Irwell.  The  older  portion  of  the  Borough  lies  along  the 
right  bank  of  the  river  and  the  ground  rises  gradually 
from  an  elevation  of  85  feet  above  sea  level  to  about 
250  feet,  the  mean  elevation  being  140  feet. 

The  area  of  the  Municipal  Borough  of  Salford  is  5,202 
acres.  The  subsoil  consists  principally  of  clay  inter¬ 
spersed  with  sand  and  gravel,  with  occasional  patches 
of  red  sandstone. 

The  population  is  largely  industrial  ;  a  considerable 
portion  of  the  Borough  is  occupied  by  mills  and  factories 
for  the  spinning  and  weaving  of  cotton  and  other  textile 
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fabrics,  ironworks,  brassworks,  tool  makers,  dyeworks 
and  soapworks. 

The  principal  docks  and  a  portion  of  the  Manchester 
Ship  Canal  are  situate  in  Salford. 

There  is  no  special  influence  of  any  particular  occupa¬ 
tion  on  the  public  health  of  the  district.

Sanitary  Circumstances. 

Water. — The  water  supply  is  obtained  from  the 
Manchester  Corporation’s  reservoirs  at  Woodhead  and 
Thirlmere.  It  is  ample  in  quantity  and  excellent  in 
quality. 

Rivers  and  Streams. — The  question  of  river  pollution 
is  in  the  hands  of  the  Biver  Irwell  Conservancy  Com¬ 
mittee. 

Drainage  and  Sewage. — The  drains  and  sewers  of  the 
district  are  satisfactory  ;  the  question  of  adequate  sewage 
disposal  is  under  consideration. 

Scavenging. — The  removal  and  disposal  of  house 
refuse  is  under  the  authority  of  the  Lighting  and  Cleansing 
Committee  of  the  Corporation. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  District. 

Staff. — The  staff  of  the  Department  consists  of  the 
Borough  Analyst,  Veterinary  Surgeon,  Chief  Inspector, 
a  Deputy  Chief  Inspector,  12  Assistant  Inspectors, 
one  La.dy  Inspeetor  and  two  Laboratory  Assistants. 
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The  systematic  inspection  of  the  Borough  was  con¬ 
ducted  during  the  year  1922  on  the  same  lines  as  in 
previous  years.  The  result  of  the  inspections  may  be 
gathered  from  a  perusal  of  the  Register  of  Work  Done,” 
which  is  to  be  found  at  the  end  of  this  section  of  the 
report.  It  shows  that  the  number  of  complaints  received 
at  the  office  of  the  Department  was  4,569,  as  compared 
with  6,037  received  in  1921,  also  that  18,564  dwelling 
houses  were  inspected  during  the  year.  The  details  of 
each  section  of  the  work  will  be  found  under  the  special 
heading. 

During  the  year  15  privies  have  been  converted  to 
water  closets,  and  63  pail  closets  which  were  certified  as 
insanitary  were  also  converted  ;  13  pail  closets  were 

demolished. 

Milkshops. 

There  were  715  milkshops  on  the  register  at  the  end 
of  1922.  Seventeen  were  discontinued  during  the  year, 
and  58  newly  registered.  Three  hundred  and  fifty-four 
visits  were  made  during  the  year.  Eleven  cases  of  scarlet 
fever  and  three  of  diphtheria  occurred  in  milkshops 
during  1922.  All  the  patients  were  removed  to  the 
Sanatorium,  and  precautions  taken  in  all  the  cases  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease. 

Shops  Act,  1912. 

The  shops  in  the  Borough  are  classified  under  53 
headings.  The  card  index  shows  a  total  of  5,219  shops, 
as  compared  with  5,213  last  year. 
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The  number  of  visits  made  was  1,152. 

In  14  cases  the  occupiers  were  summoned  by  the 
Health  Committee  in  respect  of  infringements  occurring, 
and  fines  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  £15  5s.  Od. 
were  imposed,  one  case  being  withdrawn. 

An  appeal  has  been  lodged  against  the  decision  of 
the  magistrates  in  one  case,  and  this  will  be  heard  in 
the  coming  year.

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Common  Lodging  Houses. 

There  were  16  Common  Lodging  Houses  on  the  register 
at  the  end  of  the  year,  including  the  Salford  House  in 
Bloom  Street  ;  seven  are  in  the  Crescent  Ward,  six  in 
Trinity,  one  in  St.  Paul’s,  and  two  in  St.  Thomas’  wards. 
These  houses  contain  135  rooms,  with  963  beds.  The 
average  number  of  beds  occupied  per  night  was  765  beds 
for  males  and  none  for  females.  Four  hundred  and 
forty-one  inspections  were  made  during  the  day  time  and 
18  in  the  night  time. 

One  house  in  Trinity  Ward  changed  hands  during 
the  year. 

These  Lodging  Houses  have  been  kept  in  good  and 
clean  condition  during  the  3^ear,  and  the  Bye-laws  have 
been  observed. 

Houses  Sub-let  in  Lodgings. 

There  are  300  houses  let  in  apartments  in  the  Borough  ; 
these  contain  1,274  rooms.  Twenty-four  houses  were 
registered  during  the  year  and  one  was  discontinued. 

The  registration  of  these  houses  gives  us  power  to 
inspect  them  at  any  time.  They  have  been  inspected 
from  time  to  time,  and  they  have  received  1,630 
inspections  in  the  day  time  and  99  inspections  at  night. 

Seamen’s  Lodging  Houses. 

There  are  16  Seamen’s  Lodging  Houses  in  the 
Borough,  containing  74  rooms  and  209  beds.  There 
have  been  20  applications  for  renewals  and  new  licenses  ; 
one  of  these  has  been  refused.  One  house  was  struck 
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off  the  Register  owing  to  it  being  used  as  a  shop,  and 
two  houses  were  given  up.  The  Bye-laws  in  force 
regulating  these  houses  have  been  carried  out,  and  the 
houses  generally  kept  in  good  and  clean  condition.  Four 
hundred  and  twenty-seven  visits  have  been  made  during 
the  day  time  and  30  visits  during  the  night  time. 

Workshops. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  1,095  workshops 
on  the  register.  These  have  been  regularly  inspected 
by  the  Lady  Inspector  of  Workshops  and  by  the  District 
Inspectors,  the  Lady  Inspector  visiting  those  w^orkshops 
where  females  are  employed  and  the  District  Inspectors 
visiting  those  premises  where  males  only  are  employed. 

One  hundred  and  eleven  defects  were  found  in  the  work¬ 
shops,  the  particulars  being  given  in  Table  B.  The  chief 
defects  were  unsatisfactory  sanitary  accommodation  and 
want  of  cleanliness,  which  were  found  in  19  cases  and 
33  cases  respectively. 

Four  workshoj)s  were  found  to  be  overcrowded, 
notices  being  served  in  two  cases,  but  in  the  remaining 
it  was  remedied  without  that  necessity. 

In  three  instances  the  ventilation  was  found  to  be 
defective,  and  the  other  case  is  being  kept  under 
observation. 

Re  Outworkers. — The  women  outworkers’  premises 
are  visited  by  the  Lady  Inspector  of  Workshops,  and  those 
of  the  men  by  the  District  Inspectors. 

During  the  year  304  visits  have  been  paid.

Smoke  Nuisance. 

Particulars  as  to  smoke  nuisances  caused  by  firms 
during  the  year  1922,  and  dealt  with  by  the  Health 
•  Committee 

Seventeen  notices  were  issued  under  the  Public  Health 
Act. 

Two  firms  were  summoned  bv  the  Health  Committee 
in  respect  of  smoke  nuisances  during  the  year,  and  the 
Stipendiary  Magistrate  adjourned  the  cases  sine  die. 
During  the  year  1922,  2,728  smoke  observations  have 
been  made  as  against  2,937  in  the  year  1921  and 
2,962  in  the  year  1920. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-one  stokers  and  others  were 
cautioned  by  the  Inspector  for  negligence  in  firing  the 
furnaces  under  their  cliarge.  At  the  same  time  39  firms 
were  reported  to  and  dealt  with  by  the  Health  Committee  ; 
also  114  cautionary  notices  were  issued  to  firms,  with  a 
table  of  smoke  observations  taken  from  their  chimneys. 

Several  chimneys  liave  been  raised  during  the  year  in 
connection  with  small  workshops.

Staff. — The  work  of  this  department  is  supervised 
by  the  Chief  Inspector.  Under  his  control  there  are 
five  drivers,  one  motor  mechanic  and  a  caretaker  who  is 
resident  at  the  station,  five  disinfectors,  one  of  whom 
attends  to  the  steam  disinfecting  machines,  and  one 
labourer  who  cleans  the  public  conveniences  in  the 
Borough.  There  are  three  motor  ambulances  and  four 
motor  vans.  A  Ford  taxi  is  also  retained  for  the  staff  at 
Drink  water  Park  Hospital.  The  disinfecting  machines 
are  two  large  Goddard,  Massey  and  Warner’s  high- 
pressure  stoves. 

The  following  are  the  details  of  the  work  carried  out 
during  the  year  : — 

Salford  Cases. — 1,310  journeys  were  made  by  the 
ambulances  ;  2,898  journeys  were  made  for  the  removal 
of  infected  bedding  and  clothing  :  2,190  houses  were 
disinfected,  involving  the  disinfection  of  4,389  rooms  ; 
5,777  bundles  of  clothing  were  disinfected  by  steam  at  tlie 
station. 

Out-District  Cases. — ^328  journeys  were  made  by 
the  ambulances  ;  86  journeys  were  made  for  the  removal 
of  infected  bedding  and  clothing  ;  621  bundles  of  clothing 
have  been  disinfected  by  steam  at  the  Station.  Dis¬ 
infection  has  been  carried  out  on  5  ships  stationed  at 
the  Manchester  Ship  Canal  ;  1,200  journeys  were  made 
for  the  remova’  of  convalescent  cases  from  the  Lady  well 
Sanatorium  to  their  homes. 
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Salford  Cases  and  Out-District  Cases. — 7,701 
journeys  were  made  during  tlie  year,  delivering  disinfected 
bedding  and  clothing. 

Seventy  bundles  of  clothing  and  bedding  were 
destroyed  at  the  owners’  request. 

Disinfection  has  been  carried  out  at  11  schools,  and 
also  at  39  public  institutions  in  the  Borough  during  the 
year.  Two  hundred  and  eighty-four  books  from  public 
and  private  libraries  have  been  disinfected. 

Nine  verminous  children  were  bathed  and  their 
clothing  disinfected. 

Thirty-one  adults  and  1,499  school  children  were 
hathed  and  their  clothing  disinfected  after  scabies. 


Forty  midwives  were  bathed  at  the  station,  and 
their  clothing  and  various  instruments  disinfected. 

Thirty-nine  “  contacts  ”  with  cases  of  Infectious 
Disease  were  bathed,  and  their  clothing  disinfected. 

The  ambulances  belonging  to  the  Salford  Union  were 
disinfected  on  four  occasions.

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 

* 

DISEASE. 

'lUie  prevalence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  shows 
a  decrease  for  1922,  the  total  number  of  notified  cases 
beinsf  468  less  than  last  year. 

Tdiis  decrease  is  largely  due  to  the  fall  in  the  number 
of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  number  of  Diphtheria  notifications  has  considerably 
exceeded  the  number  for  the  previous  year. 

The  accompanying  charts  relate  to  (a)  the  prevalence 
and  (b)  the  severity  of  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever  in 
the  Borough  during  the  last  25  years. 

It  seems  clear  that  although  there  has  been  little 
diminution  in  the  prevalence  of  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet 
Fever  during  a  quarter  of  a  century  (C-hart  1),  yet  there 
has  been  a  very  marked  falling  off  in  the  number  of  deaths 
from  these  diseases  (Chart  2). 

l^he  marked  decrease  in  the  fatality  of  Diphtheria  and 
Scarlet  Fever  in  25  ^^ears  is  well  shown  in  C^hart  3. 
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In  the  case  of  Diphtheria,  no  doubt  the  increasing 
and  more  prompt  use  of  antitoxin  has  played  an  important 
part. 

As  regards  8carlet  Fever,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the 
present  day  type  is  much  milder  than  that  of  former  years. 

Details  of  the  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease 
notified  are  given  in  Tables  1  and  2  (pages  56,  57  and  58). 

The  usual  methods,  described  in  previous  reports, 

'  for  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  these  diseases  were 
continued,  special  attention  being  again  given  to  measles. 
Although  this  disease  was  not  compulsorily  notifiable, 
cases  were  notified  to  this  department  voiuntarily  by 
some  Medical  Practitioners  and  by  parents  and  school 
teachers.  Each  case  was  visited  by  a  Lady  Inspector 
and,  where  necessary,  the  services  of  the  Nurses  from 
the  District  Nursing  Association  were  obtained,  the 
Health  Committee  paying  the  Association  for  these 
services.  School  teachers  are  encouraged  to  report,  in 
addition,  cases  of  non-notihable  disease,  which  ai’e  at 
once  investigated  by  the  School  Medical  Officers. 

Supplies  of  Diphtlieria  x4ntitoxin  are  kept  by  the 
department  and  are  available,  free  of  charge,  immediately 
to  any  Medical  Practitioner  who  applies  for  the  same. 

There  were  426  cases  of  Influenza-Pneumonia  notified, 
but  there  has  been  no  recrudescence,  of  Influenza  in 
.  epidemic  form,  125  deatlis  occurring  from  this  disease.

Six  cases  ot  Malaria  were  notified,  of  which  one 
died  ;  all  the  cases  v/ere  found  to  have  contracted  the 
disease  abroad. 

Tlie  Salford  Corporation  have  an  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital  (Lady well  Sanatorium)  where  cases  which  can¬ 
not  be  isolated  at  home  are  removed  for  treatment 
(including  advanced  cases  of  Tuberculosis  in  males). 
The  Sanitarv  Staff  of  the  Department  carrv  out  dis- 
infection  of  the  premises  where  cases  of  infectious  disease 
have  occurred. 

The  Corporation  have  a  Special  Disinfecting  Station  at 
]\[ode  Wheel,  where  a  considerable  number  of  verminous 
persons,  principally  children,  are  dealt  with  every  year.

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  lay  before  you  the  record  of  the 
work  done  in  the  Ladywell  Sanatorium  during  the  year 
ended  December  31st,  1922. 

During  the  3/ear  under  consideration  2,232  cases  came 
under  treatment,  as  compared  with  2,634  in  1921,  and 
with  1,493  the  average  of  the  number  treated  in  the  five 
years  ended  December  31st,  1921.  The  cases  treated 
were  :  Scarlet  fever,  1,445  ;  measles,  18  ;  enteric  fever, 
24  ;  diphtheria,  238  ;  erysipelas,  57  ;  puerperal  fever, 
24;  tuberculosis  (advanced),  211  ;  and  “other  diseases,” 
215.  Three  hundred  and  twenty-two  (322)  of  the  cases 
treated  were  from  out-districts,  as  compared  with  499  in 
1921. 

One  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eighty-four  (1,984) 
were  admitted  as  compared  with  2,472  in  1921,  and  with 
1,391  the  average  of  the  numbers  admitted  in  the  five 
years  ended  December  31st,  1921.  The  cases  admitted 
were  :  Scarlet  fever,  1,283  ;  measles,  18  ;  enteric  fever, 
22  ;  diphtheria,  203  ;  erysipelas,  57  ;  puerperal  fever, 
22  ;  tuberculosis  (advanced),  171,  and  other  diseases,” 
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208.  Two  hundred  and  seventy  (270)  of  the  cases 
admitted  were  from  out-districts,  as  compared  with  451 
in  1921. 

One  thousand  nine  hundred  and  seven  (1,907)  cases 
were  discharged,  namely:  Scarlet  fever,  1,290;  measles, 
16  ;  enteric  fever,  19  ;  diphtheria,  185  ;  erysipelas,  47  ; 
puerperal  fever,  21  ;  tuberculosis  (advanced),  125  ;  and 
other  diseases,”  195. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-two  (132)  cases  proved  fatal, 
namelv :  35  from  scarlet  fever  ;  twm  from  measles  ;  three 
from  enteric  fever  ;  26  from  diphtheria  ;  nine  from 

erysipelas  ;  two  from  puerperal  fever  ;  43  from  tubercu¬ 
losis  (advanced),  and  12  from  “  other  diseases.” 

There  were  remaining  in  hospital  on  December  31st, 
1922,  192  cases,  as  compared  with  243  on  the  corre¬ 
sponding  date  in  1921,  and  with  161*2  the  average  of 
the  numbers  remaining  in  hospital  on  the  corresponding 
date  in  the  five  years  ended  December  31st,  1921.  The 
cases  remaining  were  :  111  of  scarlet  fever  ;  two  of  enteric 
fever  ;  27  of  diphtheria  ;  one  of  erysipelas ;  one  of 

puerperal  fever ;  43  of  tuberculosis  (advanced),  and 

eight  of  “  other  diseases.”  Twenty-eight  (28)  of  the 
cases  remaining  wmre  from  out-districts,  as  compared 
with  58  on  the  corresponding  date  in  1921. 

1  append  a  tabulation  of  the  cases  which  have  been 
classified  in  the  list  of  admissions  under  the  head  of  “  other 
diseases.” 

The  daily  average  number  of  patients  in  hospital  in 
1922  w  as  198*5,  as  compared  with  191*3  in  the  year  ended 
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December  31st,  1921,  and  with  146  the  daily  average  of 
the  numbers  in  the  five  years  ended  December  31st,  1921. 

Omitting  the  cases  of  advanced  tuberculosis  from  all 
consideration,  the  percentage  mortality  was  equal  to  4-3. 

1  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  during  the  year 
under  consideration  the  health  of  the  Staff  has  been 
excellent.

If  case  is  seen  in  pre-positive  Wasserman  stage  further 
treatment  may  not  be  necessary,  but  if  Lysis  is  delayed,  or  if 
there  is  a  Wasserman  positive  when  seen,  then  further  Intra-venus 
injections  of  Neokharsivan  and  Mercury  are  continued.  The 
first  of  the  second  series  of  courses  is  given  six  weeks  after  first 
course  ends,  and  the  interval  is  increased  by  two  weeks  each  time. 
The  whole  course  lasts  nearly  two  years. 

Nature  of  tests  applied  in  deciding  as  to  discharge  of  patients  ; — 

Repeated  blood  tests  at  three  monthly  intervals  over  two 
years  after  all  treatment  has  been  discontinued,  in  addition  to 
absence  of  clinical  signs  and  symptoms.  Final  test  (Blood  Test) 
after  provocative  Intra-venus  injection. 
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TUBERCULOSIS. 

(i.)  The  premises  available  for  Dispensary  treatment 
consisted  of  two  consulting  rooms,  with  dressing  and  waiting 
rooms  attached,  situate  at  Nos.  135  and  137,  Regent 
Road,  Salford.  There  are  no  branch  dispensaries  or 
visiting  stations. 

(ii.)  The  following  Medical  Officers  are  employed  in 
this  connection  : — 

Tuberculosis  Officers  . W.  W.  Uttley,  M.  B., 

M.R.C.R 

H.  M.  Fleming,  M.  D.,  B.A. 

The  staff  also  includes  four  Health  Visitors  and  three 
Clerks. 

The  residential  institutions  in  connection  with  the 
scheme  are  : — 

(a)  Crossley  Sanatorium,  Delaniere,  for  early  cases, 
where  15  beds  were  retained  by  agreement  until 
the  31st  August,  1922. 

{h)  Drink  WATER  Park  Sanatorium,  Prestwich,  con¬ 
taining  51  beds  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of 
moderate  extent.  Medical  Superintendent  :  H. 
Osborne,  M.D.,  D.P.H.,  etc.  This  Hospital  was 
closed  for  the  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  on  the 
2nd  December,  1922,  owing  to  the  opening  of  the 
new  Sanatorium  at  Nab  Top,  Marple. 

(c)  Ladywell  Sanatorium,  Salford.  This  Sana¬ 
torium  is  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  for  the 
Borough,  and  a  separate  pavilion  containing; 
48  beds  is  set  apart  for  the  isolation  and  treat- 
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merit  of  advanced  cases  in  men.  Half  of  these 
beds  are  now  being  set  aside  for  the  treatment  of 
female  patients.

{d)  Nab  Top  Sanatorium,  Marple.  Opened  18th 
December,  1922,  containing  100  beds  for  the 
treatment  of  early  and  medium  cases.  Resident 
Medical  Officer,  H.  M.  Fleming,  M.D.,  B.A. 

(iii.)  {a)  Arrangements  have  been  made  and  are  in 
operation  for  the  treatment  of  Surgical  Tuberculosis, 
after  approval  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer,  with  the  Sal¬ 
ford  Royal  Hospital. 

(6)  S]3ecial  arrangements  have  been  made  with  the 
Manchester  Skin  Hospital  for  the  treatment  of  Lupus 
and  other  Tuberculous  skin  disease.  Number  of  Tuber¬ 
culous  Skin  Cases  treated  during  the  year,  82.  Number 
of  Examinations  made,  206.  Attendances  at  Manchester 
Skin  Hospital,  1,016. 

(c)  There  is  close  co-operation  with  the  School  Clinic 
of  the  Salford  Education  Authority,  which  is  situate  in 
the  same  building.  , 

(iv.)  {a)  The  total  number  of  cases  referred  by  Medical 
Practitioners  during  last  year  was  352.  All  sputum 
examinations  desired  by  Medical  Practitioners  are  made 
at  the  dispensary.  {See  Table  I.  ;  521  specimens 

examined  last  year). 
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(h)  Medical  Practitioners  attending  insured  (National 
Health  Insurance)  cases  at  home  furnish  the  Health 
Department  with  records  of  progress  every  three  months, 
and  such  cases  are  examined  periodically  by  the  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Officers. 

(v.)  In  cases  where  the  diagnosis  is  doubtful,  the 
patient  is  kept  on  dispensary  treatment  until  a  definite 
diagnosis  can  be  made.  In  the  cases  where  such 
patients  remain  under  their  own  doctor,  they  are  periodic¬ 
ally  re-invited  to  the  dispensary  for  re-examination. 
(See  Table  I, ;  cases  retained  for  further  observation, 
1,615). 


(vi.)  The  Health  Visitors  visit  the  home  of  every 
notified  case  at  frequent  intervals.  {See  Table  I.  ;  11,092 
visits  last  year).  The  Health  Visitors  make  every  effort 
to  secure  the  attendance  at  the  dispensary  of  all  con¬ 
tacts  residing  in  the  same  house.  (See  Table  I.  ;  4,574 
examinations  of  contacts). 

(vii.)  {a)  Tuberculin. — Tuberculin  as  a  curative  agent 
has  been  used  in  certain  cases,  but  is  not  used  as  a  routine 
measure. 

(6)  X-RAY. — The  X-ray  screen  has  been  used  in  certain 
-  cases  for  the  diagnosis  of  fluid,  cavities,  etc.,  but  has  not 
been  used  as  a  routine  method  of  diagnosis. 

(viii.)  (a)  Sanatorium  Treatment. — Treatment  at 
Crossley  Sanatorium.  Cases  sent  to  this  Sanatorium  are 
almost  invariably  in  the  incipient  stage,  and  the  bulk  of 
cases  have  been  discharged  with  the  disease  apparently 
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ai'rested.  Our  agreement  with  this  Institution  deter¬ 
mined  on  31st  x4ugust,  1922. 

(b)  Drinkwater  Park  Sanatorium. — The  patients 
sent  to  Drinkwater  Park  are  those  suffering  from  disease 
of  a  moderate  extent,  and  the  results  in  these  cases  are 
not  so  satisfactory  owing  to  the  later  stage  of  the  disease 
in  which  they  come  under  observation. 

(c)  Ladywell  Sanatorium. — The  method  of  isolation 
of  advanced  cases  in  this  manner  appears  to  be  of  much 
value,  but  is  detracted  from  by  the  difficulty  in  keep¬ 
ing  the  ppvtients  in  hospital  indefinitely. 

{d)  Nab  Top  Sanatorium,  Marple. — Opened  18th 
Oecember,  1922.  T^^pe  of  patients  dealt  with  under 
Sections  (a)  and  {h)  now  treated  at  this  Institution. 

Concurrent  Training  and  Treatment. — Five 
discharged  soldiers  were  admitted  to  Training  Centres. 

Dispensary  Treatjment. — The  effect  of  dispensary 
treatment  depends  chiefly  upon  the  degree  of  acuteness 
of  disease  in  each  individual  case,  the  home  conditions, 
the  facilities  for  obtaining  suitable  food  and  the  general 
habits  of  the  patient.  Acute  cases  do  not  do  well  as  a 
rule,  but  the  bulk  of  the  patients  attending  are  cases 
suffering  from  chronic  disease,  who  in  most  cases  appear 
to  keep  stationary  for  long  periods. 

The  facilities  for  providing  extra  nourishment  for 
patients  who  are  about  to  enter  Sanatorium,  or  who  have 
been  discharged  therefrom  with  their  working  capacity 
restored,  have  been  of  great  assistance. 

(ix.)  There  is  no  special  dental  treatment  provided  by 
the  Council  for  Tuberculous  patients. 
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(x.)  (a)  Arrangements  have  been  made  by  the  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Committee  for  the  nursing  of  tuberculosis  patients 
at  home  with  the  District  Nursing  Association.  These 
patients  are  mostly  women,  as  there  is  at  the  moment 
no  accommodation  available  for  advanced  cases  in 
women.  Such  accommodation  will  shortly  be  available 
at  Lady  well. 

(b)  Extra  Nourishment. — Milk  and  Eggs  are  provided 
in  suitable  cases,  according  to  the  recommendations  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health.  In  the  case  of  discharged  soldiers  and 
sailors  such  extra  nourishm,3nt  is  provided  by  the  Salford 
War  Pensions  Committee. 

(xi.)  Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  treatment 
of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  at  the  Salford  Royal 
Hospital,  who  provide  their  own  surgical  apparatus. 

(xii.)  There  is  no  “  After  Care  ”  Committee  in  Salford, 
and  these  duties  are  largely  undertaken  by  the  Health 
Visitors.  Valuable  assistance  has  been  rendered  from 
time  to  time  by  the  Salford  Civic  League  of  Help. 

(xiii.)  No  special  arrangements  are  made  locally  for 
finding  employment  for  Tuberculosis  patients. 

(xiv.)  Shelters  are  not  supplied  to  patients  at  their 
homes,  and  in  the  great  bulk  of  cases  their  use  would  be 
impracticable. 

(xv.)  There  are  no  special  points  relating  to  the  local 
incidence  of  Tuberculosis. 

(xvi.)  A  valuable  aid  to  the  prevention  of  Tuberculosis 
would  be  an  increase  in  the  accommodation  for  the 
isolation  of  advanced  cases  and  increased  powers  to 
ensure  such  isolation. 
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(xvii.)  (a)  Special  Difficulties. — The  disinclination 
of  advanced  cases  for  isolation. 

(6)  The  difficulty  experienced  by  arrested  cases  in 
obtaining  employment. 

(c)  The  difficulty  of  impressing  upon  patients  the 
gravity  of  the  complaint  and  ensuring  that  they  are 
consistently  following  the  treatment  prescribed. 

{d)  The  insidious  nature  of  the  onset  of  the  disease  in 
many  cases  unfortunately  allows  the  patient  to  reach 
an  advanced  stage  before  he  realises  that  he  is  actually 
ill  and  seeks  medical  advice. 

Particulars  of  the  cases  notified,  treated  at  the  Crossley 
Sanatorium,  Drinkwater  Park,  Ladywell  Sanatorium, 
and  at  the  Dispensary,  are  given  in  the  following  Tables  ; 
Table  2,  gives  the  period  elapsing  between  notification 
and  death  of  the  fatal  cases,  and  illustrates  one  of  the 
great  difficulties  of  preventive  work,  18  per  cent  being 
not  notified  at  all. 

During  the  year  290  new  cases  of  discharged  tuber¬ 
culous  soldiers  and  411  old  cases  came  under  our  notice. 
Of  this  number  179  were  admitted  to  residential  institu¬ 
tions  as  follows  : —

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Report  of  the  Drinkwater  Park  Sanatorium  for 
the  Year  ending  31st  December,  1922. 

Resident  Staff. — Medical  Superintendent  and 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Matron,  Sister,  Four  Nurses, 
Cook,  and  six  Maids. 

Non-Resident  Staff. — Porter,  Gardener,  Assistant 
Gardener,  and  Farm  Railiff. 

Accommodation. — During  the  summer  months  there 
is  accommodation  for  51  patients  (30  male  and  21  female). 
In  the  winter  months  the  accommodation  is  reduced  to 
45  beds  (30  male  and  15  female)  owing  to  the  insufficiency 
of  the  shelters  against  winter  storms. 

Type  of  Case  Treated. — The  Hospital  is  used 
for  the  treatment  of  intermediate  cases  of  phthisis. 
Advanced  bedfast  cases  cannot  be  admitted  owing  to 
the  unsuitability  of  the  hospital  for  such  cases.  Accom¬ 
modation  for  advanced  cases  is  provided  at  the  Ladywell 
Sanatorium,  there  being  at  present  48  beds  available. 

Lines  of  Treatment. — The  treatment  adopted  is 
chiefly  hygienic — open  air,  feeding,  rest  and  graduated 
exercise,  supplemented  when  necessary  by  drug  treat¬ 
ment,  and  in  a  few  suitable  cases  by  Tuberculin 
inoculations. 

A  poultry"  farm  maintained  on  the  premis6s  supplies 
all  the  eggs  required  for  consuui[)tion. 
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Walking  (^xei’ciso  is  taken  round  two  fields,  each  half 
a  mile  in  circiunference  ;  one  field  is  reserved  for  women 
patients  and  the  other  for  men  patients. 

There  is  also  gardening  exercise  for  patients  during 
the  mornings. 

New  Sanatorium  at  Marpi.e.  -  The  new  Sanatorium 
for  tuberculosis  at  Nab  Top,  Marple,  was  opened  on  the 
18th  December,  1922,  and  is  available  for  the  type  of 
case  treated  at  Drinkwater  Park,  as  well  as  for  the  very 
early  cases.  Drinkwater  Park  Hospital  is  available,  as 
formerly,  for  the  isolation  of  Smallpox  cases. 

The  appended  table  gives  the  number  of  admissions, 
&c.,  during  the  year  1922.

Co-ordination. 

(a)  Infant  and  Child  Welfare. — Medical  records 
are  now  transferred  from  the  Child  Welfare  Department 
to  the  School  Medical  Department  when  children  a  Tain 
school  age.  As  the  two  Child  Welfare  Centres  at  Regent 
Road  and  Teneriffe  Street  are  housed  in  the  same  buildings 
as  the  two  School  Clinics  co-operation  of  the  two  depart¬ 
ments  is  fully  assured. 

(b)  Nursery  Schools. — An  Assistant  School  Medical 
Officer  examines  children  on  admission  to  the  Nursery 
School.  The  school  is  also  visited  by  the  School  Nurses. 

(c)  Debilitated  Children  under  school  age  are  dealt 
with  in  the  Child  Welfare  Department. 
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School  Hygiene. 

The  schools  were  regularly  visited  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors,  who  have  paid  altogether  325  visits.  Iiii* 
provernent  in  the  sanitary  condition  of  outside  offices^ 
yards,  etc.,  has  been  maintained.

Routine  Medical  Inspection. 

School  doctors  visit  the  whole  of  the  Elementary 
Schools  of  the  Borough  for  the  purpose  of  medical  in¬ 
spection. 

The  Routine  Inspection  comprises  three  age  groups 
of  children,  namely,  children  of  five  years,  eight  years 
and  twelve  years  of  age  ;  these  are  the  ‘‘  Code  Groups  ” 
examined  every  year,  so  that  each  child  should  be 
medically  examined  at  least  three  times  during  its  school 


career. 
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(^)  Routine  Medical  Inspection  in  the  .Schools  by 

THE  Medical  Inspectobs. 

The  arrangements  for  routine  medical  inspection 
are  as  follows 

Each  school  is  notified  some  weeks  in  advance  of 
medical  inspection,  the  Head  Teacher  receiving  a  form 
requesting  a  return  of  the  numbers  of  children  of  the 
three  Code  Groups  on  the  Register.  A  further  notifi¬ 
cation  of  the  actual  date  of  inspection  is  later  forwarded 
to  the  teacher,  the  notification  being  accompanied  by 
printed  forms  for  the  imitation  of  parents  to  be  present 
at  the  inspection.  These  invitation  forms  give  the  hour 
as  well  as  the  date  of  inspection,  and  so  obviate  un¬ 
necessary  waiting  of  parents  on  the  school  premises. 

At  each  inspection  the  Medical  Officer  has  the  assist¬ 
ance  of  a  School  Nurse. 

The  School  Nurse  weighs. and  measures  the  children, 
tests  vision  with  the  ordinary  types,  and  loosens  the 
child’s  clothing  for  the  doctor. 

As  the  clerical  staff  has  been  reduced  in  the  interests 
of  economy,  the  School  Medical  Inspectors  now  enter 
all  details  of  medicad  inspection  on  the  cards  in  the 
schools. 

Parents  present  at  the  inspection  are,  of  course, 
notified  directly  of  any  defect  discovered,  and  they  are 
advised  as  to  the  necessary  treatment. 
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'i'he  work  of  following  up  by  Attendance  Officers  has 
no\y  been  replaced  by  re-examination  of  such  cases  by 
the  Medical  Inspector  at  the  Inspection  Clinic,  and  also 
by  home  visits  carried  out  by  the  School  Nurses. 


(B)  Inspection  in  the  Schools  by  Nurses. 

One  of  the  most  important  duties  of  the  School  Nurso 
is  to  visit  the  schools  for  the  purpose  of  “  cleanliness 
inspection.’' 

On  such  occasions  the  whole  of  the  children  in  attend¬ 
ance  at  a  given  school  are  submitted  to  inspection  by 
the  School  Nurse,  all  heads  being  rapidly  examined  for 
Pediculosis,  and  in  suspected  cases  the  bodies  also.  A 
classification  of  the  children’s,  heads  is  made  : — 

A.  — Signifying  freedom  from  vermin  or  nits. 

B.  — ^The  presence  of  a  few  nits  only. 

C.  — The  presence  of  a  large  number  of  nits  or  live 

vermin. 

Class  B  children  are  given  marked  cards  with  warning 
and  instructions,  but  are  not  excluded  from  school. 

Class  C  children  are  given  marked  cards  and  are  also- 
excluded  from  school  for  24  hours,  when  they  are 
re-examined  by  the  Nurse.  In  the  latter  case  if  it  is 
found  that  the  warning  has  been  neglected,  verminous 
notices  are  issued  and  the  case  dealt  with  according  to 
Section  122  of  the  Children’s  Act,  1908. 
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At  the  present  time  the  aim  is  to  submit  every  school 
in  the  Borough  to  “  cleanliness  inspection  ”  three  times 
during  the  year.  This  means,  in  practice,  the  inspection 
of  every  school  for  this  purpose  during  the  period— 

(a)  From  the  beginning  of  the  year  to  Easter  ; 

{h)  from  Easter  to  the  Midsummer  Holidays  ; 

(c)  from  the  Midsummer  Holidays  to  the  end  of  the 
year. 


This  aim  has  been  accomplished  during  the  past 
year,  when  104,482  ‘‘  cleanliness  inspections  were  carried 
out  bv  the  School  Nurses. 


Subsequent  to  the  visits  of  the  Nurses  to  the  schools 
for  “  cleanliness  inspection,”  the  schools  are  notified  of  the 
results  of  such  inspection,  and  a  notice  is  posted  up 
showing  the  number  of  children  classified  A,  B  and  0. 
This  procedure  is  believed  to  have  a  stimulating  effect. 


In  addition  to  periodical  visits  for  “  cleanliness  inspec¬ 
tion,”  special  visits  are  paid  by  the  Nurses  at  the  request 
of  the  teacher  for  the  specific  purpose  of  examining 
children  suspected  of  harbouring  vermin  or  of  suffering 
from  contagious  skin  disease,  &c. 

Again,  the  Nurses  visit  schools  during  epidemic  out¬ 
break,  and  in  this  connection  the  Nurse  with  special  fever 
training  and  experienced  in  throat  examinations  is  useful. 
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(C)  The  Inspection  Clinic. 

Two  Medical  Officers  now  attend  each  afternoon,  and 
two  each  morning,  for  the  purpose  of  examining  “  special 
cases.”  These  include — 

(1)  Cases  referred  by  the  Medical  Officers  themselves 

in  the  course  of  routine  medical  inspection  in 
the  schools. 

(2)  Cases  referred  by  School  Nurses  froin  the  schools. 

(3)  Cases  referred  by  School  Teachers. 

(4)  Cases  referred  by  the  Attendance  Officers. 

(5)  Cases  in  which  medical  examination  is  requested 

by  the  parents. 

As  the  number  of  “  specials  ”  referred  from  the  above 
sources  is  constantly  increasing  it  is  necessary  to  issue  a 
fixed  number  of  invitations  for  each  session,  the  number 
varying  according  to  the  type  of  case,  otherwise  the 
Medical  Officers  would  be  overwhelmed  on  some  occasions. 

Tile  Inspection  Clinic  serves  a  number  of  purposes. 

hirst  of  all,  it  serves  as  a  clearing  house  for  children 
referred  from  different  sources.  For  instance,  cases  w  ith 
defects  are  advised  as  to  the  necessitv  for  treatment,  and 
are  sent  to  the  family  doctor  where  such  exists.  Other¬ 
wise,  cases  are  sent  to  one  of  the  Voluntary  Hospitals, 
or  are  dealt  Avith  under  the  Local  Authority’s  scheme  ; 
needy  cases  requiring  operation  are  referred  to  hospital, 
minor  ailments  are  sent  to  the  Minor  Ailments  Clinic, 
oral  sepsis  to  the  Dental  Clinic,  visual  defects  to  the 
Eye  Clinic,  and  scalp  ringworm  to  the  X-Ray  Clinic. 
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Secondly,  the  Inspection  Clinic  servevS  as  a  Court  of 
Appeal  for  children  booked  by  the  Attendance  Officer  for 
absence  from  scliool  on  the  grounds  of  alleged  ill-health. 

Thirdly,  it  plays  a  great  part  in  the  “  following  up  ” 
of  cases  referred  for  treatment,  especially  where  such  is 
not  obtained  under  the  Local  Authority’s  scheme,  invita¬ 
tion  to  attend  the  Inspection  Clinic  for  re-examination 
being  issued  a  certain  period  after  the  recommendation 
for  treatment.  Here  the  “  following  up  ”  is  done  by 
the  Medical  Officer  himself. 

Fourthly,  the  Inspection  Clinic  serves  for  the  examina¬ 
tion  and  grading  of  exceptional  children  such  as  mentally 
defective. 

Fifthly,  it  serves  as  a  discharging  centre  for  cases 
previously  excluded  on  medical  grounds.  For  instance, 
no  case  of  scalp  ringworm  once  excluded  from  school  may 
be  re-admitted  until  officially  discharged  and  certified 
“  fit  for  school  ”  by  the  School  Medical  Officer. 

During  the  year  1922  the  total  number  of  examina¬ 
tions  of  children  at  the  Inspection  Clinic  was  18,377. 


Findings  of  Medical  Inspection. 
Uncleanliness. 

Children’s  heads  and  bodies  were  examined  for 
pediculosis  on  the  occasion  of  the  Nurses’  visits  to  schools, 
when  children  of  all  ages  were  submitted  to  examination. 
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Tlie  number  ot  children  examined  bv  the  Nurses  in 

t ' 

the  elementary  schools  totalled  104,482. 

The  Nurses  have  been  able  to  visit  all  the  schools  in 
the  Boroug'h  on  three  separate  occasions  during  the 
year  for  the  purpose  of  ‘^cleanliness  inspection,”  and  the 
standard  of  cleanliness  now  adopted  is  very  strict.

Tonsils  and  Adenoids. 

In  routine  cases  476  were  found  to  be  suffering  from 
enlarged  tonsils  or  adenoids,  or  both,  whilst  in  addition 
771  special  cases  were  found  with  the  same  condition. 
As  in  previous  years  it  was  found  that  a  number  of  cases 
of  enlarged  tonsils  were  temporary  in  character,  the 
condition  disappearing  in  a  short-  period  of  time,  thus 
emphasising  the  importance  of  re-examining  all  these 
cases  after  an  interval  of  a  month  or  so  before  deciding 
on  surgical  measures. 


Tuberculosis. 

Amongst  the  inspection  cases  there  were  189  new  cases 
of  tuberculosis,  62  being  fairly  definite,  and  127  suspected 
cases.  At  the  same  time  there  were  very  few  advanced 
cases  of  phthisis,  the  majority  being  probably  chiefly 
confined  to  the  bronchial  or  mediastinal  lymphatic  glands 
and  giving  rise  to  indefinite  physical  signs,  although  the 
children  were  obviously  suffering  from  the  effects  of  toxic 
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absorption,  such  as  languor,  anorexia,  loss  of  flesli,  night 
i  sweats,  etc.  The  majority  of  such  children  are  adversely 
affected  by  compulsory  attendance  at  an  ordinary  school. 

I  It  has  become  more  than  ever  apparent  that  further 

I  Open-air  School  accommodation  is  most  urgently  required 
I  to  cope  with  this  large  amount  of  early  tuberculosis.  For 
a  comparatively  small  expenditure  in  this  direction  great 
benefit  to  the  early  cliild  population  would  result. 

Ringworm. 

I 

Cases  of  ringworm  are  notified  by  Teachers  and 
Attendance  Officers,  as  well  as  by  the  Medical  Inspection 
Staff.  All  cases  are  invited  to  attend  periodically  at  the 
Centre  for  inspection,  and  no  child  who  has  been  known 
to  have  ringworm  is  allowed  to  return  to  school  without 
a  certificate  from  the  Medical  Officer. 

During  the  year  1922,  138  new  cases  of  scalp  ringworm 
and  94  cases  of  body  ringworm  have  been  under  super¬ 
vision  at  the  Inspection  Clinic,  and  the  total  number  of 
examinations  in  these  cases  amounted  to  909. 


Alopecia. 

There  have  been  119  new  cases  under  supervision 
at  the  Inspection  Centre,  with  a  total  of  651  examinations. 

The  practice  of  exclusion  of  these  cases  until  dis¬ 
appearance  of  alopecia  stumps  and  appearance  of  new 
hair  growth  over  the  afiected  patches  has  been  con¬ 
tinued.

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Eczema,  Impetigo  and  Sores. 

Tile  number  of  new  cases  of  these  diseases  under 
observation  during  the  past  ^^ear  was  1,571,  and  the 
number  of  examinations  3,368. 


Scabies. 

There  were  125  cases  under  supervision  and  262 
examinations.  Tnere  has  been  a  verv  marked  reduction 

t..' 

in  the  number  of  cases  of  scabies  as  compared  with  last 
3^ear,  due,  no  doubt,  to  the  thoroughness  of  the  treatment 
carried  out  daily  at  the  Mode  Wheel  Disinfecting  Station. 

External  Eye  Disease. 

The  bulk  of  the  cases  of  external  eye  disease  found 
on  inspection,  as  usual,  proved  to  be  conjunctivitis  or 
blepharitis  of  a  fairly  mild  type. 

There  have  been  no  serious  outbreaks  of  ophthalmia 
in  any  of  the  schools.  The  practice  adopted  is  to  exclude 
every  case  of  conjunctivitis  in  which  there  is  possibility 
of  infection. 


Vision. 

Routine  medical  inspection  in  the  case  of  the  eight- 
year-old  group  and  twelve-year-old  group  includes  the 
testing  of  vision  by  means  of  the  usual  types  at  a  distance 
of  six  metres.  Children  whose  distant  vision  is  repre¬

be  suffering  from  the  efi’ects  of  eye  strain,  or  children  of 
five  years  suffering  from  strabismus  are  ail  referred  for 
examination  at  the  Refraction  Clinic  b^^  the  Eye 
Specialist. 

During  the  year  under  consideration,  1  ]  02  cases  have 
been  referred  for  examination  at  the  Refraction  Clinic. 


Ear  Disease  and  Hearing, 

The  great  majority  of  cases  of  ear  disease  met  with 
in  routine  inspection  are  children  suffering  from  sup¬ 
purating  discharge  from  the  middle  ear.  These  are  the 
cases  which  in  the  old  days  were  generally  allowed  to  go 
untreated,  and  they  often  became  very  offensive  for 
want  of  attention. 

About  1,000  cases  were  met  with  by  the  Medical 
Inspectors  and  most  of  these  were  dealt  with  at  the 
School  Clinic. 


Dental  Defects. 

The  following  tables  show  {a)  the  number  of  sound 
and  decayed  teeth  (both  temporary  and  permanent) 
and  (b)  the  actual  state  of  teeth  and  gums,  and  the 
grinding  capacity ;  (c)  the  actual  number  of  decayed 

teeth,  per  child,  among  the  children  examined  by  the 
School  Dentists.

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Crippling  Defects. 

Atnongst  the  Code  Group  cases  10  children  were 
referred  for  treatment  on  account  of  rickets. 

The  School  Medical  Inspectors  have  noticed  that 
rickets  and  ricketty  deformities  are  now  becoming  less 
obvious  than  in  former  years.  It  is  thought  that  the  work 
of  the  Child  Welfare  Department,  where  numerous  cases 
of  rickets  have  been  dealt  with  by  massage  for  several 
years  past,  is  parth^  responsible  for  this  improvement. 

Infectious  Disease. 

A  system  of  notification  is  in  force  whereby  the  Head 
Teachers  forward  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  par¬ 
ticulars  of  the  cause  of  absence  from  sickness  of  the 
children  attending  their  schools.  These  returns  are 
sent  in  weekly,  and  are  classified  in  the  following  table  : —

At  several  schools  there  were  outbreaks  of  measles, 
sore  throat  or  scarlet  fever, which  necessitated,  over  a  period 
of  time  which  varied  in  different  circumstances,  special 
daily  visits  of  the  medical  staff,  at  which  the  whole  of 
the  scholars  in  the  school  were  examined  for  the  special 
purpose  of  ascertaining  their  freedom  from  infection. 

li 
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These  examinations  have  not  been  included  in  the  pre¬ 
ceding  figures,  as  no  account  was  taken  of  the  number  of 
children  examined,  and  the  examinations  themselves 
were  necessarily  limited  to  the  one  object  in  view,  and 
no  unnecessary  time  was  spent  over  them. 

Measles  has  been  prevalent,  but  although  there  were 
manv  exclusions  of  children  on  this  account,  it  was  not 
found  necessary  to  close  aii}^  of  the  schools. 

Following  Up. 

The  work  of  following  up  has  been  carried  out  by 
(a)  the  School  Medical  Officers,  (b)  School  Nurses  and 
(c)  Attendance  Officers. 

A  large  number  of  cases  seen  in  the  school  during  the 
course  of  routine  inspection  are  referred  to  the  Inspection 
Clinic  for  further  examination  at  a  later  daTe. 

Formerly  “  Home  Visits  ”  for  the  purpose  of  following 
up  were  carried  out  almost  entirely  by  the  attendance 
officers.  The  School  Nurses,  however,  are  now  under¬ 
taking  part  of  this  work.  During  the  last  year  they  paid 
over  961  home  visits.  This  number  is  below^  that  for  the 
previous  year,  the  reason  being  that  the  staff  of  School 
nurses  has  been  reduced  bj^  one. 

Medical  Treatment. 

• 

A  number  of  defects  requiring  treatment  are  dealt 
with  under  the  Local  Authorities’  Scheme.  This 
includes  : — (1)  The  treatment  of  minor  ailments  at  the 
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Sciiooi  Clinic  ;  (2)  the  treatment  of  scalp  ringworm  at 
the  X-Ray  Clinic  ;  (3)  the  treatment  of  dental  defects 
at  the  Dental  CHnic  ;  (4)  the  treatment  of  visual  defects 
at  the  Eye  Clinic  ;  and  (5)  the  surgical  treatment  of 
tonsils  and  adenoids  at  the  Salford  Royal  Hospital. 

(1)  The  Minor  Ailments  Clinic. 

During  the  past  year  1,407  new  cases  were  treated  at 
the  Minor  Ailments  Clinics,  Regent  Road  and  Teneriffe 
Street,  and  the  attendances  of  patients  totalled  39,860. 
The  cases  which  received  treatment  were  those  who 
would  otherwise  have  received  httle  or  no  attention, 
such  as  chronic  ear  discharge,  chronic  nasal  discharge, 
often  accompanied  by  impaired  hearing  ;  skin  diseases 
such  as  tinea,  alopecia,  eczema,  impetigo,  sores  and 
septic  conditions,  and  such  common  external  eye  diseases 
as  conjunctivitis  and  blepharitis. 

It  is  found  that  the  great  majority  of  these  cases 
rapidly  improve  under  thorough  treatment,  and,  as  a  rule, 
even  the  bad  cases  are  soon  able  to  resume  school. 

The  treatment  is  carried  out  by  the  School  Nurses 
under  the  direction  of  the  Medical  Officers. 

Two  School  Nurses  attend  the  Regent  Road  Clinic 
each  morning  and  one  attends  the  Teneriffe  Street  Clinic 
each  afternoon. 

All  cases  attending  the  Clinic  are  first  examined  either 
at  the  Inspection  Clinic  or  at  school  by  the  Medical 
Officers,  who  issue  cards  authorising  the  child’s  attend¬ 
ance  at  the  Treatment  Clinic. 
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The  cards  show  the  doctor’s  diagnosis  and  instructions 
for  treatment,  and  the  time  of  attendance  is  stamped 
thereon  for  the  information  of  the  teacher.  No  child  is 
treated  at  the  Minor  Ailments  Clinic  unless  first  authorised 
and  given  a  card  by  the  Medical  Officer,  otherwise  the 
Nurses  would  be  quickly  overwhelmed.

Tonsils  and  Adenoids. 

The  Education  Committee  have  an  arrangement  for 
the  surgical  treatment  of  these  cases  at  the  Salford  Eoyal 
Hospital. 

A  list  of  cases  considered  suitable  for  operation  is 
submitted  to  the  hospital.  After  operation  children 
are  re-examined  at  the  Inspection  Clinic  by  a  School 
Medical  Officer. 

A  charge  of  25s.  is  made  by  the  hospital  for  each  case 
operated  upon,  and  a  portion  of  this  charge  is  recovered 
from  parents  who  can  afford  to  contribute  towards  the 
cost ;  236  cases  have  been  successfully  operated  on 

during  the  year. 

Tuberculosis. 

Children  found  to  be  suffering  from  definite  tuber¬ 
culosis  are  generally  referred  for  treatment  to  the  Tuber- 
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cuiosis  Department.  A  certain  number  ot  children 
suite  ring  from  suspected  tuberculosis  are  dealt  with  at 
the  Open  Air  School. 

Skin  Disease. 

Ri^^gworm. — The  X-Ray  Clinic,  1 

The  very  efficient  X-Ray  apparatus  for  the  treatment 
of  ringworm  was  installed  early  in  the  year  1913. 

From  the  beginning  this  Clinic  has  been  highly  success¬ 
ful  in  coping  with  the  large  amount  of  scalp  ringworm 
of  an  obstinate  type  formerly  prevalent  in  the  Borough. 

It  was  generally  found  necessary  to  epilate  the  whole 
scalp  in  each  case  according  to  the  five-exposure  method 
of  Kienbock.  By  this  method  the  whole  of  the  scalp  is 
exposed  at  one  sitting  of  approximately  two  hours,  epila 
tion  being  complete  by  about  the  end  of  the  third  week. 

After  X-Ray  application  the  children  are  allowed  to 
return  to  school,  wearing  a  cap,  as  soon  as  epilation  is 
complete  and  no  ringworm  stumps  remain  in  the  scalp. 

A  nominal  charge  of  5s.  per  child  treated  is  made  to 
the  parent. 

X-Rays  have  been  administered  to  39  cases  of  scalp 
ring'worm  during  the  year.  Thirt3^-two  cases  were  certi¬ 
fied  fit  at  the  end  of  December. 

Of  the  above  39  cases,  it  was  necessary  to  epilate 
the  whole  scalp  in  28  cases,  three  patches  in  two  cases, 
two  patches  in  two  cases,  and  one  patch  in  seven  cases. 
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Number  of  re-examinations  after  X-Rays,  246. 

The  children  were  fit  to  return  to  school  again,  on  the 
average,  five  weeks  after  the  application  of  the  Rays. 

On  the  other  hand  the  53  cases  cured  without  the 
apphcation  of  X-Rays  were  only  lit  to  return  to  school  on 
the  average  24*52  weeks  after  the  commencement  of 
treatment,  some  cases  taking  as  long  as  two  years,  and 
the  large  majority  several  months. 

It  may  be  too  much  to  hope  that  the  disease  will  ever 
be  entirely  eradicated,  but  compared  with  the  prevalence 
of  the  disease  before  the  provision  of  X-Ray  treatment, 
the  number  of  cases  of  scalp  ringworm  met  with  at  the 
present  time  is  small  indeed. 


Eczema,  Impetigo  and  Sores. 

A  large  number  of  such  cases  are  now  being  dealt 
with  very  successfully  at  the  School  Clinic,  and  many 
obstinate  cases  of  impetigo  are  returned  to  school  after 
a  few  days’  treatment. 


Scabies. 

Cases  are  now  treated  daily  by  the  School  Nurses  at 
the  Mode  Wheel  Disinfecting  Station,  and  the  children 
are  first  given  a  warm  bath,  after  which  the  appropriate 
remedies  are  applied.  It  is  found  that  this  treatment 
very  considerably  shortens  the  duration  of  the  disease. 
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Ear  Disease  and  Hearing. 

Casey  of  ear  disease  and  defective  hearing  are  generally 
kept  under  observation  by  the  School  Doctor  at  the 
Inspection  Clinic,  and  many  of  these  receive  treatment  at 
the  School  Clinic.  This  treatment  includes  the  daiiv 


syringing,  etc.,  of  cases  of  otorrhoea  and  also  the  giving 
of  nasal  douches  where  the  impaired  hearing  is  due  to 
catarrh  and  obstruction  of  the  nasal  passages. 


Dental  Clinic. 

The  School  Dentists,  as  in  previous  years,  devoted 
:  most  of  their  time  to  conservative  dental  treatment  of  the 

/  first  permanent  teeth  (six-year  old  molars).  Actual 
dental  inspection  in  the  sciiools  was  carried  out  on  two 
mornings  per  week,  the  remainder  of  the  week  being 
^  occupied  with  the  treatment  of  defects  found  in  the  course 
of  this  inspection. 

The  attendance  of  the  children  at  the  Clinics  has  been 
extremely  good,  vei^^  few  of  them  failing  to  keep  their 
i  appointments. 

I  Altogether  4,158  children  were  treated  at  the  Dental 

[  Clinics.  There  were  8,899  extractions  of  teeth,  3,711 
I  fillings,  110  dressings  and  965  scalings. 

^  The  tables  on  pages  102-104  show  in  detail  the  work 

carried  out  during  the  year  1922. 

Owing  to  the  impossibility  of  undertaking  dental 
treatment  for  all  school  children  in  the  Borough  with  the 
present  staff  of  two,  the  School  Dentists  now  confine 
their  activities  to  a  limited  number  of  schools,  the  most 
needy  being  selected.  This  arrangement  allows  the 
I  Scliool  Dentists  to  follow  up  the  cases  already  treated, 

I  and  so  keep  the  mouths  of  the  children  in  order. 
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Crippling  Defects. 

A  iiiiinber  of  children  suffering  iroin  well-marked 
ricketty  and  certain  other  deformities  are  very  success¬ 
fully  dealt  with  at  the  Greengate  Dispensar}^  under  the 
supervision  of  Dr.  Mumford.  The  children  so  treated 
are  resident  in  the  institution  for  a  period. 

Heart  and  Circulation, 

In  all  well-marked  cases  of  heart  disease,  the  parents 
were  intervieAved  and  warned  of  the  defect,  and  the 
children  were  referred  for  further  examination  in  three 
months’  time.  The  teachers  were  also  warned  of  such 
defects  and  advised  as  to  the  child’s  fitness  for  drill  or 
otherwise. 


The  Refraction  Clinic. 

Dr.  Meynell’s  report  is  herewith  appended  - 

Report  on  the  Ophthalmic  Clinic,  Salford  Education 

Committee. 

■'  The  work  of  the  Clinic  has  been  carried  on  uneveiitfullv  for  thu 
})a.st  year.  The  waiting  list  is  reduced  to  reasonable  proportions,  and 
the  work  is  Avell  in  hand. 

At  the  South  Bank  School  there  has  been  recently  fitted  up  at 
sniall  expense  a  satisfactory  dark-room,  and  the  work  of  re-examination 
of  scholars  attending  is  in  consequence  considerably  facilitated. 

The  general  physical  improvement  of  children  admitted  to  the 
South  Bank  School  is  usually  marked,  due  to  the  special  care  and  free 
use  of  o])en-air  classes  when  the  weather  iiermits.  This  is  most  striking 
in  cases  of  toxic  amblyopia.  Usually  these  children  acquire  perfect 
visual  acuity  after  attending  the  school  for  a  short  time,  and  are  then 
fit  for  re- transfer  to  the  ordinary  schools  of  the  Borough,  In  other 
eases,  less  dramatic  results  are  observed.  In  all  cases  the  condition 
nc'cessitating  their  attendance  at  a  ATsiiahy  Uefective  school  is  retarded 
or  arrested.’'

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Open-air  School. 

This  Day  School  was  opened  on  the  28th  August, 
1916,  in  the  open  shed  and  premises  in  the  David  Lewis 
Recreation  Ground.  The  cliildren  admitted  are  selected 
after  examination  the  medical  staff,  from  those 
excluded  from  the  ordinary  elementary  schools  by  reason 
of  their  being  ailing  or  delicate. 


The  staff  consists  of  a  head  teacher  with  two  assis¬ 
tants.  The  School  Nurse  attends  every  Monday,  when 
the  children  are  weighed  ;  the  Medical  Inspector  also 
visits  the  school  every  week.  The  children  attend  each 
week  day  except  Saturday,  those  from  a  distance 
coming  by  tramcar.  Three  meals  are  provided — break¬ 
fast,  dinner  and  tea,  for  which  a  maximum  charge  of 
five  shillings  per  week  is  made.

Physical  Training. 

The  School  Medical  Officers  advise  as  to  the  kind  ol 
exercises  to  be  adopted  in  some  cases  of  temporary 
deformity,  such  as  slight  scoliosis. 


Provision  of  Meals. 

The  usual  arrangements  with  regard  to  cooking  of 
dinners  and  the  conveyance  to  the  feeding  centres  were 
followed. 

The  number  of  children  requiring  free  meals  shows 
an  increase  during  the  year,  the  average  monthly 
number  being  276,  as  compared  with  261  for  the  previous 
year. 
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Children  examined  in  the  schools  by  the  Medical 
Ohicers  and  foniid.  to  be  suffering  from  malnutrition 
are  referred  for  investigation  into  the  parents’  means  and, 
where  necessary,  free  meals  are  given. 

Swimming  Instruction. 

During  the  season  just  closed,  13  Swimming 
Instructors  were  appointed  for  boys  and  four  for  girls, 
and  the  number  of  attendances  of  children  during  school 
hours  at  the  several  baths  was  25,240  in  the  case  of  boys, 
and  20,966  in  the  case  of  girls,  making  a  total  of  46,206, 
as  compared  with  45,493  in  the  previous  year.  Reports 
were  received  from  the  Instructors  that,  of  the  children 
attending  the  baths,  1,329  boys  and  686  girls  proved 
themselves  able  to  swim. 

In  order  to  encourage  the  children  to  learn  swimming, 
the  Baths  Committee  have  continued  the  arrangement 
under  which  a  free  season  ticket  for  the  ensuing  year  is 
given  to  each  scholar  who,  at  the  commencement  of  the 
season,  is  unable  to  swim  more  than  ten  yards,  and  who 
at  the  end  of  the  season  has  proved  himself  able  to  swim 
one  length  of  the  bath.  Certificates  of  proficiency  are 
also  awarded  by  the  Education  Committee,  after  an 
examination  conducted  by  a  Committee  of  Head  Teachers. 
The  number  of  such  certificates  gained  during  the  past 
season  was  1,392,  compared  with  1,440  for  the  previous 
year. 

Co-operation  of  Parents. 

Parents  present  at  tlie  inspection  are,  of  course, 
notified  directly  of  any  defect  discovered,  and  they 
are  advised  as  to  the  necessary  treatment.  When 
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parents  are  absent  at  the  time  of  the  inspection,  and  it 
is  desirable  that  they  should  be  interviewed  with  respect 
to  defects  discovered,  invitations  for  these  parents  to 
attend  the  inspection  clinic,  together  with  the  children, 
are  issued,  and  so  the  cases  are  followed  up. 

Co-operation  of  Teachers. 

Previous  to  the  visit  of  the  School  Doctor,  teachers 
notify  parents  of  the  date  and  time  at  which  their  children 
will  be  examined. 

Each  Head  Teacher  supplies  weekly  to  the  Medical 
Officer  a  return  of  sickness  in  the  schools.  In  this  way 
early  information  is  obtained  as  to  the  outbreak  of  any 
infectious  sickness  amongst  school  children. 

Again  a  large  number  of  the  special  cases  examined 
at  the  Inspection  Clinic  are  children  who  have  been 
referred  by  school  teachers  for  medical  examination. 

In  the  case  of  mentally  defective  children  the  work 
of  the  Medical  Officer  is  greatly  facilitated  by  the  special 
reports  which  are  furnished  by  Head  Teachers. 

Co-operation  of  School  Attendance  Officers. 

The  assistance  of  the  School  Attendance  Officers  is 
obtained  in  the  case  of  children  who  have  been  invited 
to  the  Inspection  Clinic  and  do  not  attend,  and,  as 
already  described,  some  of  the  work  of  following  up  is 
also  undertaken  by  them. 

Cleansing  notices  issued  in  accordance  with  Section  122 
of  the  Children  Act,  1908,  are  dehvered  by  the  Attendance 
Officers,  who  insure  the  attendance  of  the  verminous 
children  at  the  cleansing  centre. 
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The  iSuperiiiteiideiit  of  Attendance  Officers  is  daily 
supplied  with  all  information  with  respect  to  periods  of 
school  exclusion,  or  fitness  for  school  in  the  case  of 
children  examined  at  the  Inspection  and  Treatment 
Clinics, 

Co-operation  of  Voluntary  Bodies. 

The  co-operation  of  the  Invalid  Childien’s  Aid 
Association  and  the  Crippled  Children’s  Help  Association 
has  been  obtained  in  a  number  of  cases.  Through  these 
agencies  a  considerable  number  of  children  have  been 
sent  to  Holiday  and  Convalescent  Homes  at  the  seaside, 
or  in  the  country,  and  in  the  case  of  some  of  the  cripples 
suitable  apparatus  has  been  supplied  by  these  voluntary 
bodies. 

The  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty 
to  Children  has  brought  to  our  notice  a  number  of  cases 
where  parents  have  neglected  to  obtain  the  necessary 
treatment  for  their  children. 

Blind,  Deaf,  Defective  and  Epileptic  Children. 

A  list  of  the  above  children  maintained  in  special 
institutions  will  be  found  in  Tables  S  IIIa.  and  S  IIIb.  in 
the  Appendix. 

A  school  for  the  accommodation  of  partially  blind 
children  was  opened  in  the  Borough  on  March  7th, 
1921.  This  school  serves  as  a  Hay  School  for  children 
who  are  not  totally  blind,  but  whose  vision  is  too  defective 
for  them  to  be  taught  in  the  ordinary  schools.  Sixty 
children  were  admitted  during  the  3^ear. 

Cases  of  total  blindness  are  sent  to  a  residential 
institution. 
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One  of  the  School  Medical  Officers,  Dr.  H.  Heathcote, 
is  engaged  in  the  examination  and  classification  ot 
mentally  defective  children  with  respect  to  their 
snitabilitv  for  treatment  in  : — 

{a)  Resident  Institutions  for  Imbeciles. 

(6)  Special  Residential  Schools  for  Mentally  Defective 
Children. 

(c)  Special  Day  Schools  for  Mentally  Defective 
Children. 

{d)  Special  Classes  in  Ordinary  Schools.

Nursery  Schools. 

As  ^ret  there  is  but  one  in  the  Borough,  namely,  at 
Encombe  Place,  where  about  twenty  children  are  in 
daily  attendance.  This  school  is  visited  each  year  by 
one  of  the  Medical  Inspectors,  when  all  the  children  are 
submitted  to  medical  examination. 

In  addition  all  new  admissions  to  the  school  are 
medically  examined  at  the  beginning  of  each  term.  The 
school  is  also  visited  by  the  School  Nurse  for  the  purpose 
of  cleanliness  inspection.” 
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Secondary  Schools. 

The  work  of  medical  inspection  in  respeqt  of  the 
Secondary  Schools  has  been  undertaken  by  one  of  the 
Medical  Inspection  Staff,  Dr.  H.  Heathcote. 

On  the  occasion  of  the  visit  of  the  doctor  to  each  of 
these  schools  the  whole  of  the  pupils  in  attendance  have 
been  submitted  to  medical  examination.  This  examina¬ 
tion  is  the  same  in  character  as  in  the  case  of  Elementary 
Schools,  and  in  the  same  way  parents  have  an  opportunity 
of  being  present. 

Children  who  may  be  suffering  from  tonsils  and 
adenoids  or  defective  \dsion  may  now  participate  in 
the  Education  Committee’s  scheme  for  treatment. 

Following  up  is  undertaken  by  Dr.  H.  Heathcote,  who 
re-visits  the  school  in  order  to  ascertain  whether  the 
treatment  recommended  has  been  carried  out. 

Tables  showing  the  number  of  pupils  examined  and 
the  findings  of  the  Medical  Inspector  will  be  found  in 
the  Appendix. 


Miscellaneous. 

A  number  of  Teachers,  Exhibitioners,  Bursars,  and 
special  cases  have  been  medically  examined  by  the 
Medical  Officers  during  the  year.  {See  Table  S  Ib.  in  the 
Appendix.) 

The  total  number  of  cliildren  medically  examined 
in  the  Elementary  Schools  during  the  year  amounted  to 
11,603.

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During  the  year  25,613  invitationis  were  sent  out  to 
children  referred  for  medical  treatment,  and  there  were 
18,377  attendances,  78-27  of  which  were  remedied ; 
5,632  cases  were  discharged.  {See  Table  IVf.  in  the 
Appendix. )

SECTION  V. 


VETERINARY  INSPECTOR  S  REPORT 


Diseases  of  Animals  Acts. 

Parasitic  Mange.  . 

Five  outbreaks  of  this  disease  occurred  amongst  horses 
in  the  Borough  during  the  year. 

There  were  ten  animals  in  the  infected  stables,  but 
the  disease  was  declared  to  only  exist  in  the  case  of  six 
ani  mals. 

No  contraventions  of  the  Parasitic  Mange  Order 
were  discovered,  all  the  outbreaks  being  notified  either 
by  the  owners  or  by  the  Veterinary  Surgeons  attending 
the  cases. 


Tn  accordance  with  the  Order,  disinfection  of  the 
stables,  harness,  &c.,  was  carried  out  in  each  case.  The 
measures  taken  were  sufficient  to  prevent  any  spread  of 
the  disease. 

Swine  Fever. 

One  outbreak  of  this  disease  occurred  during  the  year. 

A  consignment  of  dressed  pigs  from  a  farm  near 
Buxton  was  received  by  a  Salford  pork  dealer — the  only 
organs  with  the  carcases  vere  the  lungs  and  liver. 
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Fifteen  seizures  were  made  of  carcases  and  organs 
showing  lesions  indicative  of  '  swine  fever ;  a  positive 
diagnosis  could  not  be  made  owing  to  the  fact  that  the 
intestines  were  not  available  for  examination. 

Fhe  Ministry  of  Agriculture  were  informed,  and 
enquiries  made  by  their  office  proved  that  swine  fever 
had  been  declared  to  exist  on  this  farm,  and  that  the 
owner  was  slaughtering  the  remaining  animals.  The 
necessary  disinfection  and  destruction  of  the  carcases 
was  carried  out. 

Anthrax. 

Idle  carcase  and  part  offal  of  a  pig  from  Tottington, 
Bury,  was  inspected  at  the  Public  Slaughterhouse,  Cattle 
Market,  and  found  after  examination  to  be  affected  with 
anthrax. 

The  owner  stated  that  the  animal  w^as  slaughtered  on 
the  Friday,  and  had  been  ailing  from  the  previous 
Thursday. 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture  were  informed  and  the 
diagnosis  w^as  duh^  confirmed. 

'The  cleansing  and  disinfection  of  the  Cattle  Market 
))remises  were  thoroughly  carried  out  and  the  carcase 
and  offal  burnt  at  the  corporation  destructor. 

Prosecuted  b}'  the  County  Police  at  Bury,  the  owner 
and  a  carrier  who  conveved  the  carcase  to  Salford  were 
each  fined  twenty  pounds. 

'The  man  who  dressed  the  pig  later  developed  anthrax 
in  his  arm,  and  was  treated  in  the  Manchester  Royal 
In  fir  mar  v. 
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Animals  (Transit  and  General)  Order,  1895. 
Railway  and  Cattle  Docks. 

Frequent  visits  are  made  during  each  week  to 
observe  .whether  the  requirements  of  tliis  Order  are 
carried  out. 

The  numbers  of  animals  received  into  the  Borough 
and  forwarded  out  of  the  Borough  during  the  past  year 
are  as  follows  : —

of  all  cattle  wagons. 

9 

Foot  and  Mouth  Disease. 

The  existence  of  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  in  the  North 
of  England  was  reported  on  January  23rd,  1922,  and  on 
Sunday,  the  29th  Januar}-,  a  telegraphic  Order  was 
received  placing  Salford  in  a  scheduled  area. 

As  a  result  of  these  restrictions  a  small  cattle  market 
was  held  on  Tuesday,  the  31st. 

Information  was  received  that  some  animals  which 
had  left  our  market  on  January  24th  were  found  to  be 
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affected  in  a  Lancashire  Borough  on  February  1st,  and 
later  the  same  week  the  disease  was  discovered  in 
Manchester  Abattoir. 

The  first  outbreak  of  the  disease  in  Salford  was 
discovered  on  February  4th  in  a  private  slaughterhouse  ; 
these  were  animals  which  had  been  purchased  in  the 
Salford  cattle  market  on  January  31st. 

The  owners  representative  was  advised  on  that  day 
to  kill  the  animals  promptly,  but  for  trade  reasons  held 
them  over  until  the  week-end. 

The  following  day,  Sunday,  2nd  February,  further 
cases  of  the  disease  were  discovered  in  a  private  lair 
adjoining  the  market ;  following  this  the  disease  was 
discovered  on  various  premises,  the  number  of  outbreaks 
being  six  in  number,  namely  : — 

1.  Private  slaughterhouse. 

2.  Private  lairs.  . 

3.  Farm. 

4.  Private  lairs 

5.  Railway  Cattle  Station. 

6.  Cattle  Market  lairs. 

In  all  82  cases  occurred  in  Salford,  and  all  the  affected 
animals  were  cattle  (no  cases  occurring  in  slieep  or  pig)  ; 
51  of  these  cases  were  diagnosed  whilst  the  animals  were 
alive,  and  the  remainder  on  Post  Mortem  examination. 

All  affected  and  in  contact  animals  were  slaughtered, 
and  the  diseased  animals  destroyed  at  the  Corporation 
destructor. 
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In  view  of  the  widespread  return  of  the  outbreak  the 
Ministry  scheduled  the  whole  country,  and  no  movement 
of  animals  could  take  place  except  under  licence. 

On  account  of  the  wides])read  area  over  which  the 
outbreaks  occurred  the  Salford  market  was  closed  from 
February  1st  until  March  26th,  and  from  then  onwards 
the  markets  were  quite  small,  all  movements  being 
under  licence  and  no  Irish  animals  being  permitted  to  come 
into  open  markets. 

On  May  9th  the  market  was  open  and  movement  of 
animals  permitted  without  licence. 

^  On  June  15th,  Salford  was  again  scheduled  owing  to 
another  outbreak  in  Lancashire,  and  all  animals  sold  at 
the  weekly  market  on  the  13th  had  to  be  traced,  and 
no  market  was  held  until  July  4th,  and  then  only  under 
licence. 

On  August  24th  restrictions  were  again  imposed  owing 
to  disease  in  Manchester,  and  the  market  was  closed  for 
the  remainder  of  the  month  and  part  of  September’. 

Irish  animals  were  only  admitted  to  the  market  on 
September  25th,  and  since  that  date  they  can  only  be 
admitted  to  a  portion  of  the  market  set  apart  solely  for 
them,  and  all  movements  of  this  stock  is  under  licence. 

The  Minister  of  Agriculture  appointed  a  Departmental 
Committee  to  enquire  into  and  report  on  this  widespread 
outbreak.  Their  report  contains  the  following  observa¬ 
tion  : — 
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Salford  Market. 

The  market  of  24th  January  was  infected,  but  evidence 
was  not  available  until  1st  February.  The  market  of  the 
Jlst  January  must  also  have  been  affected,  evidence  of 
which  was  obtained  on  the  3rd  February. 

The  line  of  infection  into  Salford  market  was  not 
definitely  traced,  but  it  seems  probable,  from  general 
information,  that  cattle  from  the  earlier  infected  markets 
had  been  brought  to  Salford,  or  that  some  animals  had 
acapiired  infection  in  railway  trucks. 

It  might  be,  however,  that  the  dealers  who  brought 
cattle  had  picked  up  infection  in  some  of  the  earlier 
infected  markets  and  had  been  the  means  of  conveving 
it  to  their  animals. 

But  they  have  not  remarked  in  the  report  the  fact 
that  the  last  week  in  January,  1922,  a  very  severe  frost 
existed,  and  it  was  impossible  for  Railway  Companies  to 
cleanse  cattle  trucks  in  the  usual  manner,  by  washing  with 
water,  and  that  this  cleansing  was,  therefore,  either  not 
done  or  only  carried  out  in  a  very  haphazard  method. 

'The  Ministrv’s  attention  has  been  drawn  to  this  fact, 
and  it  is  expected  that  when  a  new  Order  is  issued 
respecting  the  cleansing  of  cattle  wagons  that  the  method 
of  cleansing  adopted  will  be  practicable  in  frosty  weather. 

Disinfection  of  all  infected  places  was  carried  out  b}" 
this  department,  and  it  is  ver}^  satisfactory  to  be  able  to 
state  that  in  no  case  did  a  subsequent  outbreak  occur 
after  restocking  the  premises.

Inspection  of  Premises  where  Food  is  Prepared. 

General  supervision  has  been  kept  over  all  premises 
Avhere  food  is  prepared,  namely  : — Sausage  Factories, 
Triperies,  Cooked  Meat  Premises  and  Bacon  Curing 
Premises.  There  are  about  40  of  these  places  in  the 
Borough. 
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Dairy  Inspection. 

There  are  seven  cowkeepers  in  the  Borough  who  have 
13  shippons,  with  accommodation  for  170  cows.  One 
cowkeeper  has  given  up  business  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  cows  kept  averaged  88. 

Sixty-five  inspections  of  these  premises  were  made 
during  the  year. 

Three  diseased  cows  were  discovered,  two  with 
tuberculosis  (one  affected  with  tuberculosis  of  the  udder 
and  one  with  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs),  and  one  cow  was 
affected  with  an  induration  of  the  udder — a  microscopical 
examination  of  the  milk  showed  a  large  number  of 
streptococes. 

These  animals  were  all  moved  from  the  cowsheds  for 
slaughter. 

Owing  to  the  presence  of  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease 
during  the  early  part  of  the  year,  routine  inspection  of 
cowsheds  was  discontinued  owing  to  the  possibility  of 
infection  being  carried  to  these  animals  (the  whole  of  one 
cowkeeper’ s  stock  was  slaughtered). 

Dairies  and  Milkshops. 

Six  hundred  and  eighty-five  inspections  of  the  dairies 
and  milkshops  have  been  made  during  the  year. 

On  the  whole  these  premises  have  been  kept  reasonably 
clean. 
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Tuberculous  Milk. 

During  the  year  1922,  197  samples  of  milk  direct  from 
farms  were  obtained  at  railway  stations  or  dairies  and 

C/ 

submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for 
examination  for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli. 

Ten  of  these  samples  were  reported  to  contain  tubercle 
bacilli,  this  being  a  percentage  of  5-08.

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Eight  of  the  farms  were  visited  from  which  tuberculous 
milk  was  supplied,  and  a  total  number  of  141  cows 
examined. 

On  five  farms,  six  cows  were  found  to  be  affected  with 
tuberculosis  of  the  udder  ;  the  clinical  diagnosis  being 
confirmed  by  bacteriological  examination  of  the  milk 
from  the  diseased  cows. 

Two  of  the  farms  were  not  visited  owing  to  the 
bacteriologists  report  arriving  during  the  onset  of  the 
foot  and  mouth  epidemic. 

The  Veterinary  Inspector  was  not  at  liberty,  and  in 
any  case  it  was  unwise  to  visit  farms  at  that  period,  as 
aii}^  subsequent  outbreak  of  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  in 
such  premises  might  have  been  ascribed  to  a  supposed 
infection  introduced  by  a  visiting  Veterinary  Inspector. 

In  every  case  after  the  diseased  cow  had  been 
discovered,  the  cow  from  the  farm  (which  had  been 
supplying  the  tuberculous  milk)  was  proved  to  be  free 
from  tubercle  bacilli. 
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During  the  year,  1,534  samples  have  been  submitted 
to  me  for  analysis.  Of  these,  1,452  were  taken  in 
connection  with  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  whilst 
82  were  submitted  by  various  Corporation  Departments. 

Of  the  1,452  samples  .taken  under  the  Sale  of  Food 
and  Drugs  Acts,  82,  or  5-6  per  cent,  were  returned  as 
adulterated.  This  figure  is  distinctly  better  than  that  for 
last  year,  when  8*7  per  cent  of  the  samples  were  found 
to  be  adulterated.  This  improvement  is  largely  due  to 
the  small  number  of  milk  samples  which  have  had  to 
be  reported  against.  Full  particulars  of  the  samples 
examined  are  contained  in  the  body  of  the  report.

These  figures  show  that  the  composition  of  the  milk 
sold  in  Salford  has,  generally  speaking,  a  satisfactory 
chemical  composition,  and  that  it  compares  favourably 
with  that  sold  in  other  districts. 

The  average  figure  for  fat  is  not  quite  a  fair  index 
of  the  milk  supplied  in  the  Borough,  as  where  a  vendor 
is  found  to  be  retailing  milk  below  the  average  quality, 
a  number  of  samples  are  taken  to  see  that  his  milk  does 
not  fall  below  the  official  limit.  In  those  cases  where 
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a  large  number  of  low  quality  milks  are  obtained  from 
one  vendor,  the  average  for  the  year  will  be  reduced 
artificially. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  it  has  been  possible  to 
purchase  separated  milk  in  the  Borough  during  the 
past  year.  This  is  the  first  time  for  a  number  of  years 
that  the  purchase  of  separated  milk  has  been  possible.- 

In  the  following  table  the  averages  is  given  of  those 
milks  which  have  been  obtained  through  Wholesale 
Dealers,  together  with  the  number  of  samples.  It  will 
be  seen  that  there  is  considerable  variation.

Samples  297,  etc.,  were  obtained  from  the  same  farmer. 
Owing  to  the  prevalence  of  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  it 
was  thought  advisable  to  make  no  farm  visits  at  this 
time.  At  the  hearing  of  the  case,  the  defendant  admitted 
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the  presence  of  water  and  put  the  responsibility  on  his 
cooler,  which,  he  said,  was  leaking.  He  was  fined  £2 
on  each  of  six  samples  :  £12  in  all. 

The  small  fine  in  the  case  of  Sample  No.  510  is 
explained  by  the  fact  that  the  defendant  had  a  most 
excellent  court  record  and  that  he  pleaded  that  on  this 
occasion  the  can  had  been  left  for  a  time  in  the  street 
unattended  and  that  it  had  probably  been  tampered 
with. 

During  November,  complaints  were  received  concerning 
milk  supjjlied  by  a  vendor  from  whom  several  samples 
had  previously  been  taken  and  which  had  been  found  to 
be  genuine.  On  account  of  these  complaints  special 
vigilance  was  exercised,  and  as  a  result  Sample  No.  1446 
was  taken,  for  which  the  vendor  was  fined  £3.  This  case 
was  a  good  example  of  the  difficulty  which  is  sometimes 
met  with  in  obtaining  convictions  even  where  one  has 
certain  knowledge  that  offences  are  being  committed. 

Samples  1530  and  31  were  obtained  at  Pendleton 
Station  from  the  same  farmer.  The  “  Appeal  to  Cow  ” 
samples  showed  milk  of  good  average  quality.  The 
farmer,  however,  explained  to  the  Inspector  that  the 
bulk  of  the  milk  from  which  these  two  samples  were 
taken  was  Auction  milk,  it  having  been  bought  at 
Clitheroe  market.  The  Inspector  immediately  made 
arj’angements  with  the  Clitheroe  Authorities  that  samples 
of  this  milk  should  be  taken  on  the  occasion  of  the  next 
market  held  in  Clitheroe.  This  was  done,  and  the  milks 
so  obtained  were  found  to  be  of  good  average  quality. 
The  defendant  was  fined  £15. 
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A  proportion  of  tlie  samples  of  milk  have  again  been 
examined  for  sediment  in  the  manner  outlined  in  previous 
reports.  The  figures  are  given  in  Table  10,  together 
with  those  for  1921  for  comparison.

For  the  present,  those  samples  which  give  a  sediment 
of  more  than  live  volumes  per  100,000  are  being  called 
adulterated,  although  it  is  considered  that  this  is  a  very 
lenient  standard.  This  opinion  is  not  based  upon 
consideration  of  what  might  be  called  “  ideal  ”  conditions, 
or  of  conditions  which  cannot  be  obtained  by  ordinary 
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farmers  working  under  moderate  conditions,  but  is  based 
upon  a  large  number  of  samples  taken  during  recent 
years.  Since  the  year  1915,  2,528  samples  of  milk  (which 
have  not  been  specially  selected  in  any  way,  but  which 
are  perfectly  average  samples  of  milk  coming  into  the 
Borough)  have  been  examined.  Of  this  number,  864 
have  been  entirely  free  from  sediment,  1,136  have 
contained  between  0  and  1  part  of  sediment  per  100,000, 
whilst  206  have  contained  between  1  and  2  parts  of 
sediment  per  100,000.  From  these  figures  it  will  be  seen 
that  79  per  cent  of  the  samples  of  milk  which  have  been 
examined  for  dirt  over  a  period  of  six  years  (samples 
were  not  tested  for  dirt  during  the  years  1918  and  1919) 
have  contained  not  more  than  1  part  of  sediment  per 
100,000  parts  of  milk.  It  would  appear,  therefore, 
that  a  standard  of  not  more  than  1  part  of  sediment 
per  100,000  parts  of  milk  would  be  a  perfectly  fair  one 
to  set  up,  and  that  milk  containing  two  or  more  parts 
per  100,000  should  be  classified  as  distinctly  unsatis¬ 
factory. 

The  subject,  however,  is  one  of  peculiar  difficulty, 
as  it  is  quite  easy  for  the  retailer  to  remove  the  bulk 
of  the  visible  dirt  by  filtration  or  decantation  immediately 
before  selling  the  milk.  The  purchaser  may  think, 
therefore,  that  he  is  getting  a  clean,  pure  article,  whereas 
a  serious  bacterial  contamination,  which  is  the  usual 
concomitant  of  visible  dirt,  entirely  escapes  notice. 

During  the  year,  standards  for  various  milks  of  special 
grades  have  been  issued  officially,  but  it  seems  most 
desirable  that  the  ordinary  milk  sold  to  the  public, 
which,  after  all,  will  always  constitute  the  bulk  of  the 
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milk  sold  in  this  country,  should  be  required  to  come  up 
to  some  standard  of  cleanliness  both  physical  and 
bacteriological,  even  if  this  standard  is,  of  necessity, 
lower  than  those  for  the  special  milks  mentioned  above. 

It  seems  to  the  writer  that  this  subject  is  one  of  the 
utmost  urgency  and  importance,  and  that  the  condition 
of  the  general  milk  supply  should  not  be  neglected  so 
that  milks  of  special  quality  can  be  sold  at  enhanced 
prices  to  those  who  are  willing  and  able  to  pay.  It  cannot 
be  expected  that  Grade  “  A  ”  milk  can  be  supplied  at 
the  price  that  is  charged  for  ordinary  milk,  but  if  the 
supply  of  milk  of  Grade  “  A  ”  quality  is  so  important 
that  it  is  worth  while  having  special  legislation  to  ensure 
it,  it  would  seem  equally  important  to  prevent  the  sale 
of  grossly  contaminated  milk  as  ordinary  milk. 

Butter,  Margarine,  Cheese  and  Lard. 

Ninety-four  samples  of  butter  have  been  examined 
during  the  year,  all  of  which  have  been  found  to  be 
genuine.  Ten  samples  were  preserved  with  boron 
preservative  which  amounted  to  0-4  per  cent,  expressed 
as  boric  acid  in  each  case.  The  percentage  of  water 
has  varied  from  7*0  per  cent  to  16-0  per  cent.  The 
Rei chert- Wollny  number  of  the  fat  has  varied  from 
23-0  to  31-9. 

Butter  is  required  to  be  made  entirely  from  the  milk 
of  the  cow,  and  to  contain  not  more  than  16  per  cent 
of  water.  The  Departmental  Committee  on  Preserva¬ 
tives  in  food  recommend  that  the  only  preservative 
allowed  to  be  used  should  be  borax  of  boric  acid,  in 
amount  not  exceeding  0-5  per  cent,  calculated  as  boric 
acid. 
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Thirty-two  samples  of  margarine  have  been  examined, 
three  of  which  were  adulterated.  A  boron  preservative 
has  been  detected  in  every  case  except  one ;  in  four 
samples  it  amounted  to  0*2  per  cent  ;  in  14  samples 
to  0-3  per  cent,  and  in  one  sample  to  0*4  per  cent — 
expressed  as  boric  acid  in  each  case.  The  percentage 
of  Avater  has  varied  from  6*2  per  cent  to  16-0  per  cent. 

The  three  samples  of  margarine  which  were  held  to  be 
adulterated  were  described  as  blends  or  mixtures  of 
the  finest  margarine  with  best  butter.  The  three  samples 
contained  respectively  five,  eight  and  ten  per  cent  of 
butter  fat. 

The  main  legal  requirements  in  connection  with  the 
sale  of  margarine  are  “  That  it  shall  be  sold  in  a 
Avrapper  on  which  the  Avord  ‘  Margarine  ’  is  printed  in 
capital  block  letters  not  less  than  half-an-inch  long  and 
distinctly  legible,  that  it  shall  not  be  described  by  any 
name  other  than  either  ‘  Margarine  ’  or  a  name  containing 
the  Avord  ‘  Margarine  ’  with  a  fancy  or  other  descriptive 
name  approved  by  the  Board  of  Agriculture  (The  Board 
of  Agriculture  are  not  empowered  to  approve  of  any  name 
if  it  refers  to  or  is  suggestive  of  butter  or  anything 
connected  with  the  dairy  interest),  and  that  the  fat  shall 
not  contain  more  than  10  per  cent  of  butter  fat. 

From  these  facts  it  Avould  appear  that  it  aa^s  not  the 
intention  of  the  legislature  that  butter  substitutes 
should  be  described  as  mixtures  of  butter  and  margarine, 
particularly  as  margarine  is  defined  by  Section  13  of  the 
Act  of  1907  as  “  Any  article  of  food,  whether  mixed 
Avith  butter  or  not,  which  resembles  butter  and  is  not 
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milk  blended  butter.”  It  would  seem  likel}^  that  pur¬ 
chasers  might  be  prejudiced  by  the  sale  of  an  edible 
fat  described  as  “  mixed  with  butter  ”  when  it  cannot 
contain  more  than  10  per  cent  of  butter  and  very 
frequently  contains  only  a  fraction  of  this  amount. 

On  account  of  these  considerations,  four  summonses 
were  taken  out  against  four  large  firms  in  connection 
with  Samples  Nos.  282,  283,  284  and  399,  for  the  improper 
labelling  of  margarine.  In  three  of  these  cases  printed 
slips  were  inserted  under  the  statutory  wrappers  (which 
were  transparent)  with  the  words  thereon  clearly  visible 
through  the  wrapper.  The  slips  read  as  follows  : — 

1.  “  Delicious  Margarine  mixed  with  Best  Butter.” 

2.  “A  guaranteed  blend  of  choice  Margarine  and  Best 

Butter.”  3.  “ - Margarine  mixed  with - 

Butter.”  In  the  fourth  case  the  margarine  was  wrapped 
in  the  correct  statutory  wrapper,  but  w^as  served  in  a 

carton  on  which  was  printed  '' - Margarine.  A 

perfect  blend  of  finest,  pure  dairy  Butter  with  - — 

Margarine.” 

One  fine  of  £5  and  two  of  £1  were  inflicted  in  the  first 
three  cases  respectively.  The  fourth  case  was  dismissed, 
as  the  word  ‘‘  margarine  ”  was  held  to  be  the  most 
conspicuous  word  on  the  carton. 

These  prosecutions  led  to  the  withdrawal  of  the  slip, 
not  only  in  Salford,  but  from  branch  shops  of  the  firms 
prosecuted  throughout  the  country.  The  firm  against 
whom  the  case  was  dismissed  also  withdrew  all  their 


cartons. 
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Five  samples  of  cheese  have  been  examined,  all  of 
which  have  been  passed  as  genuine.  The  fat  has  in  each 
case  proved  to  be  pure  milk  fat  (the  Rei chert- Wollny 
figure  varying  from  30-8  to  33-9),  which  has  been  present 
to  an  extent  varying  from  29-0  to  44-0  per  cent. 

The  32  samples  of  lard  have  been  returned  as  genuine. 
They  were  free  from  water,  rancidity  and  paraffin,  and 
no  foreign  fat  was  detected  in  any  case. 

Two  samples  of  dripping  have  been  examined  and 
found  to  be  genuine. 

Cereal  Foods. 

The  samples  of  cereal  foods  examined  during  the  year 
have  included  four  of  self-raising  flour,  three  of  bread, 
nine  of  rice,  six  of  ground  rice  and  four  of  pearl  barley — 
they  have  all  been  returned  as  genuine. 

The  samples  of  self-raising  flour  were  free  from  arsenic 
and  excess  of  calcium  sulphate,  and  contained  a  reasonable 
amount  of  self-raising  ingredient. 

Seven  of  the  nine  samples  of  rice  were  free  from  mineral 
facing,  and  contained  from  0-22  to  0*56  per  cent  of  mineral 
matter.  The  two  samples  of  “  faced  ”  rice  contained 
0T8  and  0*24  per  cent  respectively  of  talc.  From  the 
point  of  view  of  dietetics,  unpolished  rice  is  undoubtedly 
better,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  find  that  a  large  propor¬ 
tion  of  the  rice  now  sold  is  unpolished. 

The  six  samples  of  ground  rice  were  free  from  added 
mineral  matter,  containing  from  0*26  to  0-44  per  cent 
of  ash,  showing  that  they  had  been  prepared  from 
unpolished  whole  rice. 
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The  four  samples  of  pearl  barley  have  been  free  from 
mineral  facing  and  excess  of  mineral  matter.  The  ash 
has  varied  from  0*72  to  1-20  per  cent. 

Baking  Powder  and  Egg  Powder. 

The  six  samples  of  baking  powder  and  four  samples 
of  egg  powder  have  all  been  returned  as  genuine.  The 
amount  of  arsenic  was  in  no  case  more  than  two  parts 
per  million,  and  a  reasonable  quantity  of  available 
carbon  dioxide  was  present  in  each  case.  The  egg  powders 
were  in  all  cases  merely  coloured  baking  powders. 

Cocoa. 

Fourteen  samples  of  cocoa  were  examined  during  the 
year,  of  which  three,  prepared  by  one  manufacturer,  were 
adulterated.  Each  one  of  the  adulterated  samples  con¬ 
tained  one-tenth  of  a  grain  per  pound  of  arsenic  expressed 
as  arsenious  oxide.  The  local  manager  of  the  firm  in 
question  was  immediately  communicated  with,  and  he 
withdrew  the  stock  which  was  held  by  the  three  shops 
(from  which  these  samples  were  taken)  the  same  day.  He 
also  replaced  within  a  few  days  of  the  complaint  being 
made  all  stocks  of  this  cocoa  which  had  been  delivered 
to  shops  in  the  Borough  prior  to  August  1st,  1922. 

The  quantity  of  arsenic  found  in  this  cocoa  is  distinctly 
objectionable,  but  as  the  matter  was  discovered  so  quickly 
it  is  not  expected  that  serious  trouble  will  arise.  Arsenic 
is  not  a  natural  constituent  of  cocoa  in  any  tangible 
quantity,  and  its  presence  in  this  case  was  due  to 
accidental  contamination.  Further  samples  of  this  and 
other  cocoas  have  been  examined  and  have  been  found 
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to  be  free  from  arsenic,  and  although  it  will  be  examined 
from  time  to  time,  it  is  most  unlikely  that  any  further 
trouble  will  arise. 

Tinned  Goods. 

The  20  samples  of  Tinned  Goods  consisted  of  six 
samples  of  fish  (four  sardines,  one  haddock  and  one 
salmon),  11  samples  of  fruit,  and  three  samples  of  jam. 
It  was  found  that  all  these  samples,  when  turned  out  of 
the  tin  and  thoroughly  mixed,  contained  small  quantities 
of  tin  in  solution. 

Sample  No.  346  was  a  sample  of  tinned  “  Melon  and 
Orange  ”  jam  ;  this  was  found  to  contain  six  grains 
of  metallic  tin  per  pound,  and  was  classified  as  adulterated. 
The  vendor  of  this  sample  was  interviewed  and  undertook 
to  destroy  the  remainder  of  the  stock.  The  premises  of 
the  wholesale  dealer  supplying  this  vendor  were  not 
situated  in  the  Borough,  and  the  facts  were  communicated 
to  the  Authority  concerned. 

In  a  report  to  the  Local  Government  Board  (now 
the  Ministry  of  Health),  made  in  1918,  the  following 
remarks  appeared  :  “It  seems  clear  that  in  any  kind 
of  canned  foods  quantities  of  tin  approximating  to  two 
grains  to  the  pound  are  not  only  unusual  and  unnecessary, 
but  also  must  be  regarded  with  grave  suspicion  in  con¬ 
sequence  of  the  risk  of  irritant  action  of  the  tin  it  con¬ 
tains.”  Samples  containing  appreciably  more  than  two 
grains  per  pound  are  being  classified  as  adulterated. 

Although  Sample  No.  346  was  the  only  one  that 
contained  a  large  excess  of  tin,  yet  a  number  of  the  other 
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samples  contained  appreciable  quantities.  This  was 
particularly  noticeable  in  the  case  of  the  sample  of 
haddock  and  the  two  samples  of  sardines,  and  also  in 
the  case  of  the  three  samples  of  tomatoes.  It  is  hoped 
at  a  later  date  to  go  more  fully  into  this  question  of 
dissolved  tin,  as  although  it  is  quite  possible  to  prepare 
samples  of  tinned  goods  containing  less  than  one  grain 
of  metallic  tin  per  pound,  yet  it  frequently  happens, 
especially  in  the  case  of  old  samples,  that  this  figure  is 
largely  exceeded. 


Drugs. 

One  hundred  and  sixteen  samples  of  drugs  have  .been 
examined  during  the  year,  of  which  only  three  have  been 
returned  as  adulterated.  This  figure  must  be  looked 
upon  as  being  very  satisfactory,  as  in  recent  years  the 
percentage  of  adulteration  among  the  samples  of  drugs 
has  in  nearly  all  cases  been  considerably  over  10  per 
cent. 

The  three  adulterated  samples  have  consisted  of  one 
sample  of  Epsom  Salts  and  two  samples  of  Borax,  all 
of  wliicli  have  contained  excess  of  arsenic.  The  two 
samples  of  borax  have  contained  50  parts  per  million, 
and  the  sample  of  Epsom  Salts  contained  20  parts  per 
million.  These  were  informal  samples  in  each  case, 
and  as  the  vendors,  on  having  their  attention  brought 
to  the  matter,  immediately  withdrew  their  stocks  from 
sale,  no  legal  proceedings  were  instituted. 
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Prescriptions. 

Fifty-five  samples  of  prescriptions  have  been  taken 
during  the  year  in  accordance  with  the  arrangements 
made  between  the  Health  Committee  and  the  Insurance 
Committee.  Of  these,  three  have  been  returned  as 
unsatisfactory,  giving  a  percentage  adulteration  of  5*4. 
This  figure,  showing  as  it  does  that  the  great  improvement 
which  has  been  noticed  since  the  inauguration  of  the 
scheme  of  taking  samples  of  prescriptions  was  first 
introduced  has  been  maintained,  must  be  considered 
to  be  fairly  satisfactory.  The  following  table,  giving 
the  number  of  samples  taken  for  the  past  nine  years, 
gives  some  idea  of  the  improvement  which  has  taken 
place.

The  Local  Pharmaceutical  Association  have  always 
agreed  that  an  efficient  dispensing  service  is  absolutely 
essential,  and  they  have  always  tried  to  effect  improve¬ 
ment.  The  figures  given  in  the  above  table  show  that  their 
efforts  have  been  rewarded  with  a  fair  amount  of  success. 
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Prescription  No.  274  was  deficient  of  32-5  per  cent 
of  the  correct  quantity  of  sodium  salicylate.  The 
vendor,  who  had  been  previousl}^  convicted,  was  fined 
£10.  He  has  since  been  removed  from  the  list  by  the 
order  of  the  Minister  of  Health. 

Prescription  No.  859  was  deficient  of  18  per  cent  of  the 
correct  quantity  of  sodium  salicylate.  This  matter 
was  reported  to  the  Insurance  Committee,  who  took 
appropriate  action. 

In  the  case  of  Sample  No.  1438,  Mist.  Pot.  Brom. 
L.I.P.  was  ordered  and  Mist.  Pot.  Brom.  Co.  L.I.P.  was 
dispensed.  The  dispensing  was  done  by  a  qualified 
•assistant  who  was  new  to  the  district,  and  he  stated 
that  he  was  not  aware  of  the  existence  of  two  L.I.P. 
mixtures  containing  potassium  bromide.  In  these  cir¬ 
cumstances  it  was  not  thought  necessary  to  institute 
proceedings,  but  the  matter  was  reported  to  the  Insurance 
Committee  for  their  consideration. 

Whiskey. 

Twenty-three  samples  of  whiskey  were  taken  during 
the  year,  of  which  three,  or  13-0  per  cent,  were  found  to 
be  adulterated.  The  three  samples  contained  1-9,  7, 
and  6*9  per  cent  of  added  water  respectively.  The 
vendor  of  the  two  latter  samples  was  prosecuted  and  a 
fine  of  £5  was  imposed.  The  first  sample  was  an 
informal  one — a  subsequent  formal  sample  was  genuine. 

Soda  Water. 

Four  samples  of  soda  water  have  been  examined,  of 
which  two,  from  the  same  source,  were  found  to  be 
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entirely  free  from  added  sodium  bicarbonate,  and  Avere 
therefore  classed  as  adulterated.  During  the  year  1919 
this  Department  had  a  lengthy  correspondence  and 
several  interviews  with  the  Local  Association  of  Mineral 
Water  Manufacturers,  and  as  a  result  the  Association 
gave  it  as  their  opinion  that  aerated  water  sold  as  soda 
water  should  contain  ten  grains  of  sodium  bicarbonate  per 
pint.  It  is  generally  admitted  that  any  quantity  between 
live  and  ten  grains  per  pint  is  a  suitable  standard. 

The  manufacturers  of  these  two  samples  were  com¬ 
municated  with,  and  after  a  lengthy  correspondence 
they  decided  to  give  instructions  that  “  soda  water  ” 
sold  in  Salford  should  actually  be  soda  water.  On 
account  of  this  undertaking  no  legal  proceedings  were 
instituted. 


Miscellaneous  Foods. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  several  important 
matters  still  under  consideration,  including  medicinal 
wines  and  the  presence  of  salicylic  acid  in  cordials.  As 
the  investigations  on  these  matters  are  not  yet  complete, 
it  has  been  thought  advisable  to  defer  any  report  on 
them  to  a  later  date. 


2.  Miscellaneous  Samples. 

Eighty  samples  have  been  sent  in  by  various  Corpora¬ 
tion  Departments  during  the  year.  Two  samples  were 
received  from  the  police. 

Twenty-seven  samples  of  water  were  taken  from 
ordinary  service  taps  in  the  Borough,  and  represent 
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both  Tliirlmere  and  Woodhead  supplies.  The  average 
results  obtained  are  set  out  in  the  following  table  : —

These  results  show  that  both  supplies  are  of  excellent 
quality. 

Twenty-four  samples  were  taken  from  the  River  Goyt, 
near  Nab  Top  Sanatorium,  Marple,  in  connection  with 
the  installation  of  the  sewage  disposal  plant. 

A  sample  of  dried  milk  and  of  a  feed  prepared  from 
this  milk  were  received  from  the  Child  Welfare  Depart¬ 
ment.  It  was  alleged  that  an  infant  had  been  taken 
seriously  ill  by  taking  merely  a  small  quantity  of  the 
fluid.  The  whole  circumstances  of  the  case  were  so 
suspicious  that  the  samples  were  very  carefully  investi¬ 
gated.  The  milk  was  found,  however,  to  be  normal 
in  every  way,  and  no  deleterious  substances  of  any  kind 
Avere  detected. 
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Five  samples  of  canned  goods  were  examined  for  the 
Health  Department.  One  sample  of  canned  milk,  one 
of  peas  and  one  of  lobster  were  reported  as  satisfactory — 
three  samples  of  raspberries  were  condemned  on  account 
of  the  presence  of  excess  of  dissolved  tin. 

Five  samples  of  wall  paper  were  examined  in  connection 
with  an  outbreak  of  illness  in  a  large  private  house — 
only  negative  results  were  obtained. 

One  sample  was  received  from  the  police  in  connection 
with  a  prosecution  under  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act — 
it  was  found  to  be  cocaine. 

A  sample  of  sweets  received  from  the  police  were 
alleged  to  be  poisoned.  A  boy  complained  to  the  police 
that  they  had  been  given  to  him  by  a  man  in  the  street, 
who  had  poured  something  over  them  before  doing  so. 
Nothing  of  an  objectionable  character  was  found  in  them.

Child  Welfare  and  Supervision  of 

Midwives. 


The  Staff  consists  of  three  Lady  Medical  Officers 

(one  part  time),  an  Assistant  Inspector  of  Midwives, 

16  Health  Visitors,  a  Masseuse,  -and  five -clerks.  It 

I  i  ^ 

is  the  duty  of  the  Medical  Officers  to  conduct  all  examina¬ 
tions  of  mothers  and  children  attending  at  the  Clinics 
and  at  the  Centres,  and,  in  addition,  to  supervise  the 
visiting  and  conduct  the  administrative  work  of  the 
Department.  Each  Health  Visitor  is  allotted  a  district, 
to  the  visiting  of  which  most  of  her  time  is  devoted,  and 
a  record  is  kept  of  all  details  connected  with  the  sanitary, 
state  of  the  house  and  the  health  of  its  occupants.  In 
addition,  the  Health  Visitors  carry  “on  the  work  at  the 
various  Mothers’  Centres  in  the  Borough. 

The  Work  of  the  Health  Visitors. 

During  the  year  1922,  16  Wards  have  been  visited 
by  the  Healtli  Visitors,  namely,  Kersal,  Mandley  Park, 
Albert  Park,  Charlestown,  St.  Matthias’,  Trinity,  St. 
Thomas’,  Claremont,  St.  Paul’s,  Seedley,  Langworthy, 
Weaste,  Regent,  Docks,  Crescent  and  Ordsall  Park.

Child  Welfare  Centres. 

There  are  three  branches  of  the  Salford  Mothers’  Guild 
in  the  Borough,  namely,  Ordsall,  Rosamond  Street  and 
John  Street,  Pendleton.  At  each  of  these,  owing  to  the 
generous  help  of  private  persons,  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers  are  able  to  obtain  dinners  on  every  full  working 
day  of  the  week  (except  in  the  summer  months  at  Ordsall) 
at  a  nominal  price,  of  which  every  advantage  is  taken. 

Other  Centres  are  Lang  worthy  Road,  Enys  Street, 
Woodbine  Street,  Regent  Road,  Teneriffe  Street  and 
Irlams-o’  -th’  -Height. 

At  each  Centre,  an  afternoon  is  set  apart  for  the 
weighing  of  the  children  ;  all  children  are  medically 
examined  at  their  first  attendance  and  periodically 
afterwards,  and,  in  addition,  any  children  who  are  not 
gaining  satisfactorily,  or  are  ailing,  are  examined. 
Expectant  mothers  who  are  in  need  of  advice  are  also 
seen. 


On  other  days  at  Ordsall,  Rosamond  Street,  John 
Street,  and  Enys  Street,  practical  classes  and  demonstra¬ 
tions  are  held  in  sewing,  and  at  John  Street  and  Rosamond 
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Street  classes  are  also  held  in  cookery  and  the  general 
hygiene  of  pregnancy  and  of  the  infant. 

The  Health  Visitor  for  the  district  in  which  the 
Centre  is  situated  helps  with  the  classes,  and  other  helpers 
assist  in  caring  for  the  babies,  so  that  the  mothers  may 
enjoy  the  benefit  of  the  lessons  undisturbed.  Much 
interest  has  been  taken  in  these  classes  during  the  past 
year. 

The  following  figures  show  the  number  of  attend¬ 
ances  at  the  Clinics  and  various  Centres  during  the  year 
1922

There  are  two  Clinics  in  the  Borough,  namely,  Regent 
Road  and  Tenerifte  Street,  Broughton. 

At  these  Clinics  special  facilities  are  available  for 
the  examination  and  treatment  of  ailing  children  requir¬ 
ing  more  frequent  medical  supervision  than  can  be  pro¬ 
vided  for  at  the  Centres  held  weekly.  Thursday  in 
each  week  is  set  apart  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers 
who  require  medical  advice  for  themselves.  Thus, 
skilled  attention  is  available  for  the  child  from  the  time 
of  its  conception  to  the  time  at  Avhich  it  is  passed  on  to 
the  care  of  the  School  Medical  Officer. 

The  Clinics  are  open  five  mornings  per  week.  When 
the  children  improve,  they  are  passed  on  to  the  Centre 
nearest  to  their  homes.  Also  any  children  attending 
one  or  other  of  the  Centres,  who  require  treatment,  are 
referred  to  the  nearest  Clinic. 

All  cases  attending  at  the  Clinics  and  Centres  are 
‘‘  followed  up  ”  in  the  homes  by  the  Health  Visitors, 
who  help  the  patients  to  carry  out  the  instructions  given. 

Milk  Scheme. 

A  number  of  very  deserving  cases  have  been  assisted 
under  the  above  scheme,  and  the  admirable  results  are 
increasingly  evident,  the  individual  improvement  of  the 
babies  being  observed  as  they  are  brought  to  the  various 
centres  to  be  weighed  each  week. 
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Up  to  the  end  of  December,  1922,  asvsistance  has  been 
given  to  536  applicants,  free  milk  being  granted  to 
489  and  milk  at  part-pay  to  47. 

Massage. 

During  the  current  year  a  whole-time  Masseuse  has 
been  employed  at  the  Clinics  and  at  John  Street, 
Rosamond  Street,  Ordsall  and  Enys  Street.  Due  to  the 
large  number  of  cases  needing  treatment  in  this 
Department,  assistance  in  this  work  has  been  given  by 
one  of  the  Health  Visitors  with  a  massage  qualification. 

The  results  of  the  treatment  in  all  cases  where 
mothers  will  continue  to  bring  the  children  regularly 
and  for  a  sufficient  length  of  time  are  very  satisfactory, 
and  complete  cures  have  been  effected  in  a  good  number 
of  cases,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  figures  in  the  statement 
below.  Quite  a  large  number  still  retained  on  our  books 
are  practically  ready  for  discharge. 

Most  of  the  mothers  take  a  keen  interest  in  this 
work,  and  are  very  willing  to  carry  out  the  advice  given 
to  them  with  regard  to  the  children  who  are  receiving- 
treatment.

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The  mid  wives  are  regularly  visited,  and  their  books, 
instruments,  &c.,  inspected  by  the  Lady  Inspector, 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Medical  Officer,  and  the 
midwives  are  encouraged  to  consult  with  the  Medical 
Officer  when  cases  of  difficulty  arise.  During  the  year 
5  midwives  removed  from  the  district,  3  of  these  from 
the  Royal  District  Nurses’  Home,  The  Crescent ;  3 

changed  their  address,  1  resigned  ;  18  midwives  were 

newly  registered.  During  the  year  1922,  4,005  births 
were  attended  by  midwives  alone,  and  378  cases  were 
attended  by  doctors  and  midwives  acting  as  Maternity 
Nui'ses.  25  cases  of  puerperal  fever  were  notified  during 
the  year  ;  1  occurred  in  connection  with  a  miscarriage  ; 
in  2  cases  a  midwife  was  engaged  as  maternity  nurse,  and 
3  occurred  in  Hope  Hospital.  Of  the  remaining  19  cases, 
1  had  3  cases,  4  had  2  cases  each,  and  6  midwives  1  case 
each.  2  cases  were  attended  by  St.  Mary’s  Hospital 
Nurses.  They  were  thoroughly  enquired  into,  and  every 
care  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease.  4  cases 
occurred  after  instrumental  delivery  in  difficult  labour 
cases,  and  in  1  case  gonorrhoea  was  present. 

On  notification,  each  case  is  inspected.  The  house 
is  visited  by  the  Assistant  Supervisor  of  Mid  wives  and 
the  patient  removed  b}^  Doctor’s  orders  (except  in  one 
or  two  special  cases),  to  Lady  well  Sanatorium  or  Hope 
Hospital.  Full  details  are  taken  from  someone  in  the 
house  in  authority,  re  onset,  etc.,  and  questions  asked 
as  to  the  Midwife’s  regular  visiting,  cleanliness,  etc.  The 
patient’s  bedding  is  taken  away  for  fumigation,  and  the 
room  disinfected.  The  house  is  visited  later  to  see  that 
disinfection  is  satisfactory.  The  Midwife  is  interviewed 
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and  particulars  taken  of  the  case,  also  a  resume  of  any 
work  done  since  last  seeing  the  infected  person.  She  is 
temporarily  suspended  in  order  that  she  may  go  to  the 
Disinfecting  Station  to  have  a  disinfecting  bath,  and 
have  her  clothes,  instruments  and  bag  fumigated.  Should 
she  have  visited  other  patients,  not  being  aware  of 
infection  at  the  time,  these  are  seen  by  the  Assistant 
vSupervisor,  temperature  and  pulse  taken,  and  their 
condition  generally  noted.  The  Midwife  is  warned  to 
take  special  precautions  regarding  them,  to  watch  care¬ 
fully,  and  send  for  the  doctor  without  delay  if  at  all 
anxious  about  them.  In  a  case  of  suspected  Sepsis,  the 
Midwife  sends  for  the  Doctor,  reports  to  the  Health 
Office,  and  is  temporarily  suspended  until  she  hears  the 
Doctor’s  decision,  or  as  an  alternative  she  may  devote 
herself  to  the  one  patient,  and  pass  on  her  other  duties 
to  another  Midwife. 

One  midwife  was  reported  to  the  Local  Supervising 
Authority  for  neglecting  to  comply  with  the  rules  of  the 
Oentral  Midwives  Board,  and  was  brought  up  before  the 
Penal  Board  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board  and  severely 
censured,  the  Board  requesting  reports  in  three  and 
six  months,  as  to  the  further  conduct  of  the  midwife. 

14  midwives  were  disinfected  at  Mode  Wheel  on 
account  of  having  been  in  contact  with  a  notifiable 
infectious  disease  other  than  puerperal  fever  ;  and  14 
midwives  were  instructed  to  take  disinfecting  baths  at 
home.

Investigation  of  Stillbirths  and  Infant  Deaths. 

Each  case  is  thoroughly  investigated  by  the  Assistant 
Supervisor  of  Mid  wives. 

As  practically  every  mother  now  receives  Antenatal 
care  where  there  is  a  history  of  previous  stillbirth,  the 
mother  is  ad5fised  to  seek  medical  advice  from  her  own 
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Doctor,  the  Welfare  Clinics,  8b.  Mary’s  Hospital,  or 
other  kindred  institutions,  and  in  most  cases  this  advice 
is  followed  out.

234  visits  were  paid  by  the 
Assistant  SuperAosor  of  Midwives,  who  also  visits  all  cavses 
of  inflammation  of  the  eyes  notified  under  the  Midwives 
Act,  to  AA^hich  she  paid  365  Ausits.  3  cases  were  admitted 
as  Inpatients  to  Hospital.

As  the  midwives  are  all  very  anxious  to  avoid  any 
trouble  AAdth  regard  to  eyes,  they  are  prompt  in  sending

mation,  so  that  the  majority  of  cases  are  quite  slight.
